The  Secretary  presented  the  following 
report  of  Director  Fyffe,  to  whom  had 
been  referred  the  communications  of  Mrs. 
Anna  R.  Kean  demanding  a  certain  quit- 
claim deed,  etc.: 

"CHICAGO,  August  8,  1904. 
"Board  of  Directors, 

"Chicago  Public  Library. 
"Gentlemen:  At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board,  the  President  referred  to  me  for 
investigation  and  report,  two  communica- 
tions of  the  14th  and  22nd  July,  1904,  from 
Mrs.  Anna  R.  Kean,  in  which  she  de- 
manded a  quit-claim  deed  conveying  to  her 
the  interest  in  the  Dearborn  Park  property 
on  which  the  Library  stands  acquired  by 
deed  of  Samuel  B.  Wright  and  wife,  dated 
July  8th,  1899,  and  attaching  to  her  com- 
munication, a  copy  of  a  statement  of  said 
Samuel  B.  Wright,  signed  by  him  and 
dated  May  8th,  1900,  as  the  basis  of  her 
claim.  The  statement  of  Mr.  Wright  sets 
forth  that  Mr.  Azel  F.  Hatch,  then  of  the 
Library  Board,  called  upon  him  on  the 
day  last  mentioned  and  explained  to  him 
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that  he  (Wright)  had  no  right  or  title  to 
the  property  in  question  and  in  return  for 
$150,  Wright  and  wife  executed  the  quit- 
claim deed  to  which  I  have  reference. 

"At  this  time  a  bill  was  pending  in  the 
name  of  David  W.  Kean,  against  the  City 
of  Chicago  in  relation  to  the  title  to  Dear- 
born Park.  June  26th,  1900,  the  com- 
plainant obtained  leave  to  file  an  amended 
and  supplemental  bill  setting  up  that  the 
deed  under  which  Wright  acquired  his 
alleged  interest  was  without  consideration, 
and  that  the  deed  of  May  8th,  1900,  was 
obtained  from  Wright  by  false  and  fraudu- 
lent representations.  Wright  was  a  party 
to  this  litigation,  as  also  was  Mrs.  Anna 
R.  Kean,  whose  communication  is  under 
consideration.  The  case  was  argued 
November  3rd,  1900,  before  Judge  Hanecy, 
and  a  decree  was  entered  dismissing  the 
bills  for  want  of  equity.  This  was  a  final 
decree  upon  the  merits.  An  appeal  was 
taken — to  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  a 
bond  for  $250  and  certificate  of  evidence 
within  sixty  days.  This  time  expired 
January  2,  1901,  and  the  appeal  was  never 
perfected. 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  decree  of 
November  3rd,  1900,  was  a  final  adjudica- 
tion adverse  to  the  claims  of  Mrs.  Anna  R. 
Kean  and  no  appeal  therefrom  having 
been  perfected  within  the  time  fixed,  she 
lost  forever  any  possible  right  passed  on 
by  the  decree.

"GENTLEMEN  : — The  Chicago  Medical 
Society,  with  its  1,600  physicians,  has 
weekly  meetings  at  which  are  presented 
papers  on  public  health  and  hygiene,  all 
of  which  are  of  interest  to  the  public  and 
open  to  the  public. 


"Being  on  the  verge  of  instituting  a 
series  of  public  lectures  on  hygiene  and 
preventive  medicine,  it  respectfully  peti- 
tions your  body  for  the  use  of  one  of  the 
rooms  in  the  Public  Library,  preferably 
the  one  known  as  the  "room  for  the 
blind,"  in  which  to  hold  these  lectures 
and  meetings.

GENTLEMEN  : — In  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Board  at  last  meeting 
your  Committee  on  Finance  begs  leave  to 
submit  herewith  two  statements  showing 
the  condition  of  the  Library  finances. 

First,  a  statement  showing  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  cash  from  Jan.  i,  to 
September  15,  1904. 

Second,  a  statement  of  the  taxes  re- 
ceived and  disbursed  from  Jan.  i,  to 
September  i,  1904. 

The  first  statement  shows  that  the 
total  receipts  of  cash  to  September  I5th 
inst.  was  $156,147.03  and  the  total 
expenditures  for  the  first  eight  months  of 
the  year  was  $135,791.76,  leaving  a  cash 
balance  in  the  treasurer's  hands  of 
$20,355.27. 

The  second  statement  shows  that  of 
the  $275,654.27  levied  for  1903,  there 
was  collected  to  September  ist  inst. 
$179,592.94,  leaving  a  balance  of  taxes 
available,  $96,061  .33.  Out  of  the 
amount  collected  the  City  Treasurer  has 
redeemed  1903  tax  warrants,  together 
with  interest,  to  the  amount  of  $170,- 
204.57,  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  of 
$9.388.37. 

There  are  outstanding  $24,000  of  1903 
tax  warrants  which,  with  the  interest 
estimated  to  October  i  st  next —  $  i ,  o  i  o.  1 3, 
amounts  to  $25,010.13.  Subtracting  the 
available  cash  in  the  treasury  leaves  a  net 
liability  on  tax  warrants  and  interest, 
$15,621.76.  Adding  to  this  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  extending  and  collecting 
the  taxes  for  1903 — $16,000.00,  and  the 
estimated  delinquent  taxes  for  that  year, 
$7,000,  and  we  have  $38,621.76,  which 
deducted  from  $96,061.33,  taxes  uncol- 
lected,  leaves  an  estimated  balance  of 


taxes  for  1903,  collectible  and    available 
for  current  use,  of  $57,439. 50. 

Adding  to  $20,355  27  cash  available 
for  current  expenses,  $57,439.57  avail- 
able from  taxes  and  $2, 700  available  from 
miscellaneous  receipts,  and  we  have  $80,- 
494.84  available  for  current  expenses  un- 
til the  close  of  the  present  year.  The 
estimated  expense  for  this  time  is  $70,- 
ooo,  leaving  an  available  cash  balance  of 
$10,494.84.

Director  Fyffe,  as  a  Special   Commit- 
tee, presented  the  following  report : 

To  the  President  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Dear  Sir: — 1  was  appointed  a  Special 
Committee  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  investigate  the 
matter  of  the  charge  made  by  the  County 
Clerk  for  the  extension  upon  his  books  of 
the  Library  tax.  The  charge  is  made 
under  Section  56  of  Chapter  53  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  being  the  Act  concern- 
ing fees  and  salaries  which  provides  "for 
a  fee  of  -two  cents  for  extending  each  tax", 
to  be  paid  by  the  authority  for  whose 
benefit  the  transcript  is  made  and  the 
taxes  extended.  The  question  arises  as 
to  the  meaning  of  the  word  "authority." 
If  this  word  means  the  taxing  body  which 
actually  levies  the  tax ,  that  is  to  say,  the 
City  of  Chicago,  then  there  should  not  be 
an  additional  charge  against  the  Library. 
I  conferred  with  the  acting  corporation 
counsel,  Sexton,  and  he  agrees  with  me 
that  the  charge  should  not  be  made 
against  the  Library.  We  also  considered 
the  best  mode  of  bringing  the  question  up 
by  litigation  and  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  we  should  obtain  leave  to  file  an 
original  petition  for  mandamus  in  the 
Supreme  Court.  This  is  much  the  quick- 
est method  of  procedure  as  it  saves  all 
the  time  that  would  be  taken  for  an  ap- 
peal.

Gentlemen: — On    October     I3th    inst. 
the   following    communication    was    re- 
ceived :

"Gentlemen: — As  you  probably  know, 
The  Northern  Trust  Company  is  Succes- 


sor in  Trust  under  the  Will  of  Hiram 
Kelly,  deceased,  and  the  Will  provides 
that  after  the  death  of  the  widow,  Eliza- 
beth G.  Kelly,  a  bequest  of  Twenty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000)  be  paid  to 
you  out  of  the  trust  estate, — the  principal 
to  remain  intact  in  your  hands  and  the  in- 
come only  to  be  used  by  you.  We  enclose 
a  receipt  for  this  sum,  which  receipt  em- 
bodies the  conditions  under  which  this 
money  is  to  be  held  by  you,  and  we  wish 
that  you  would  have  this  signed  by  your 
President  and  Secretary,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  attached  and  returned  to  us. 
Upon  receipt  of  this  we  will  pay  you  the 
bequest. 

"In  addition  to  the  above  bequest,  you 
are  also  given  the  residuary  estate  of 
'Hiram  Kelly  after  the  payment  of  certain 
specific  bequests  amounting  altogether  to 
$95,000.  This  residuary  estate,  how- 
ever, consists  almost  entirely  of  real 
estate,  so  that  at  the  present  time  we 
cannot  make  an  accurate  estimate  of  how 
much  this  residuary  bequest  will  amount 
to  in  cash. 

"Yours  faithfully, 
"ARTHUR  HEURTLEY,  Secretary." 

In  accordance  with  this  information 
and  request  your  President  and  Secretary 
signed  the  receipts,  on  behalf  of  the 
Board,  and  deposited  the  money,  $20,000, 
with  the  Northern  Trust  Company,  tak- 
ing a  demand  certificate  of  deposit.  This 
certificate  bears  two  per  cent,  interest  if 
the  funds  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
bank,  at  least,  thirty  days. 

On  the  1 9th  inst.  at  the  request  of  Mr. 
Byron  L.  Smith,  President  of  the  North- 
ern Trust  Company,  a  conference  was 
held  between  that  official  and  your  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  relative  to  the  best 
method  of  disposing  of  the  real  estate 
composing  the  residuary  portion  of  the 
Hiram  Kelly  estate.  At  the  same  inter- 
view Mr.  Smith  gave  me  the  following 
memorandum  :

I  am  in  communication  with  Mr.  Ma- 
hony,  the  attorney  for  Pittelkow,  and 
expect  shortly  to  get  from  him  a  state- 
ment of  the  specific  acts  of  negligence 
upon  which  his  client's  claim  is  based. 

As  to  the  Kean  matter,  I  beg  to  report 
that  there  is  nothing  to  be  done.  The 
claim  is  one  that  has  been  adjudicated  in 
court  adversely  to  Mrs.  Kean.  The  sub- 
ject of  the  claim  of  anyone,  at  this  date, 
against  the  property  upon  which  the 
Library  building  is  situated,  seems  to  me 
to  be  wholly  inadmissible  even  for  discus- 
sion. The  matter  should  simply  be 
placed  on  file.  No  rights  of  the  Library 
or  the  city  will  be  waived  by  ignoring  the 
alleged  claim.

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  report  as  to  the 
claim  of  Frank  Pittelkow  for  damages  to 
his  horse,  buggy  and  harness  about  De- 
cember 14, 1 904,  by  reason  of  the  operation 
of  the  Public  Library's  automobile.  I 
have  had  a  talk  with  Mr.  Mahony,  at- 
torney for  Pittelkow.  He  states  that  the 
accident  happened  on  Hamlin,  near  Huron 


street.  The  horse  was  attached  to  a 
light  runabout  at  the  time  of  the 
accident  and  was  hitched  by  a  weight 
with  which  a  turn  had  been  taken  around 
a  lamp-post.  The  automobile  came  up 
from  behind,  making  more  or  less  noise. 
The  horse  became  frightened  and  twisted 
and  turned  so  as  to  get  badly  mixed  up  with 
the  runabout,  then  ran  away  and  stopped 
up  against  a  shut  gate.  He  claims  the 
horse  was  severely  injured  and  also  the 
harness  and  runabout.  The  damages  to 
the  runabout  are  estimated  at  $20  and  to 
the  harness  at  $10.  It  was  thought  at 
first  that  the  horse  could  not  survive  the 
injury,  but  it  is  said  to  be  doing  better 
now.  1  gather  from  Mr.  Mahony's  state- 
ment that  the  injury  to  the  horse  has 
turned  out  to  be  quite  slight.  The  client 
is  willing  to  settle  all  his  claim  for  $50. 
Mr.  Mahony  practically  admitted  to  me 
that  the  claim  was  based  on  an  injury 
resulting  from  fright  to  the  horse  caused 
by  the  ordinary  use  of  the  street  by  an 
ordinary  automobile.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, as  a  matter  of  law,  I  do  not 
think  there  is  any  liability.

A  BILL 

FOR 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Formation  and 
Disbursement  of  a  Public  Library 
Employes'  Pension  Fund  in  Cities 
Having  a  Population  Exceeding 
109,000  Inhabitants. 
Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Peo- 
ple of  the  State  of  Illinois  represented  in 
the  General  Assembly:  That  the  board 
of  directors  of  public  libraries  organized 
under  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  entitled  "An  act  to 
authorize  cities,  incorporated  towns  and 
townships  to  establish  and  maintain  free 
public  libraries  and  reading  rooms,"  ap- 
proved and  in  force  March  7,  1872,  and 
maintained  thereunder  in  cities  having  _a 
population  exceeding  one  hundred  thous- 
and inhabitants,  shall  have  power  and  it 
shall  be  its  duty  to  create  a  public  library 
employes'  pension  fund,  which  shall  con- 
sist of  amounts  retained  from  the  salaries 
or  wages  of  employe's,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, which  amounts  shall  be  deducted 
in  equal  monthly  installments  from  such 
salaries  or  wages  at  the  regular  time  or 
times  of  the  payment  thereof,  and  such 
other  moneys  derived  from  miscellaneous 
sources  as  the  board  of  directors  shall 
determine. 

Section  2.  The  term  "employe"  under 
this  act  shall  include  all  persons  in  the 
employ  of  the  public  library  board  re- 
ceiving a  stipulated  salary  per  annum  and 
this  act  shall  apply  only  to  those  em- 
ployes who  voluntarily  accept  and  agree 
to  comply  with  its  provisions.  Any  em- 
ploye", a  part  of  whose  salary  may  be  set 
apart  hereafter  to  provide  for  the  fund 
created  by  this  act  may  be  released  from 
the  necessity  of  making  further  payments 
to  said  fund  by  filing  a  written  notice  of 
his  or  her  desire  to  withdraw  from  com- 
plying with  the  provisions  of  this  act  with 
the  board  of  trustees  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, which  resignation  shall  operate 
and  go  into  effect  immediately  upon  its 
receipt  by  said  board  of  trustees.

Section  3.  The  city  treasurer,  subject 
to  the  control  and  direction  of  the  board 
af  trustees  hereinafter 'mentioned,  shall 
be  the  custodian  of  said  pension  fund  and 
shall  secure  and  safely  keep  the  same  and 
shall  keep  books  and  accounts  concerning 
said  fund,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  said  board  of  trustees, 
which  said  books  and  accounts  shall 
always  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
said  board  of  trustees,  or  any  member 
thereof.  The  city  treasurer  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  his  election  or  appointment, 
execute  a  bond  to  the  city,  with  good  and 
sufficient  sureties,  in  such  penal  sum  as 
the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  direct, 
which  said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  said  office,  and  that  he  will 
safely  keep  and  well  and  truly  account  for 
all  moneys  belonging  to  said  pension 
fund,  and  all  interest  thereon,  which  may 
come  into  his  hands  as  such  treasurer, 
and  that  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office,  or  upon  his  retirement  there- 
from for  any  cause,  he  will  surrender  and 
deliver  over  to  his  successor  all  unex- 
pended moneys,  with  such  interest  as  he 
may  have  received  thereon,  and  all  the 
property  which  may  have  come  into  his 
hands  as  treasurer  of  said  pension  fund. 
Such  bonds  shall  be  filed  m  the  office  of 
the  City  Clerk  of  said  city,  and  in  case  of 
a  breach  of  the  same,  or  the  conditions 
thereof,  suit  may  be  brought  on  the  same 
in  the  name  of  the  said  city  for  the  use 
of  said  board  of  trustees,  or  any  person 
or  persons  injured  by  such  breach. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  directors  of 
such  library  shall  in  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember, immediately  following  the  pass- 
age of  this  act,  arrange  for  the  election 
of  a  board  of  trustees  of  said  pension 
fund  composed  of  five  members,  to  be 
chosen  as  hereinafter  provided,  which 
election  shall  be  held  not  later  than  Octo- 
ber 3  ist  of  the  same  year.  Said  board  of 
trustees  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be 
its  duty  to  administer  said  fund  and  to 


carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  such  board  of 
trustees  to  perform  the  duties  imposed 
and  exercise  the  powers  created  by  this 
act,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and' 
corporate. 

Section  5.  The  said  boarti  of  trustees 
shall  consist  of  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  the  board  of  directors  of  such 
public  library,  two  employes  contributing 
to  said  fund  and  one  other  member  of 
said  board  of  directors.  The  president 
and  secretary  of  such  board  of  directors 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  such  board 
of  trustees.  The  other  three  members  of 
such  board  of  trustees  shall  be  elebted  by 
ballot  by  the  employes  contributing  tp 
said  fund  at  the  time  and  for  the  terms 
respectively,  as  follows:  at  the  first  elec- 
tion the  contributors  to  said  fund  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year  and  one  of  their 
number  to  serve  for  the  term 
of  two  years  and  annually  thereafter 
said  contributors  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years.  At  each  election  the  contributors 
shall  elect  a  member  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  such  public  library  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  such  board  of  trustees  for  a 
term  of  one  year. 

Section  6.  Whenever  any  elective 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
cease  to  be  in  the  employ  of  or  to  be  a 
member  of  said  board  of  directors  of  such 
public  library,  his  or  her  membership  in 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  cease. 

Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power 
and  it  shall  be  its  duty  : 

(1)  To  determine   the   amount  which 
shall  be  deducted   from   the   salaries  or 
wages  paid  to  employes  for  the  benefit  of 
said  pension  fund  :  Provided,  the  amount 
of  such  deduction  shall    not   be  less  than 
six  dollars  nor  more  than  forty-eight  dol- 
lars per  year  for  each  employe". 

(2)  To  make  all  payments  from  said 
pension  fund  pursuant  to  the    provisions 
of  this  act. 
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(3)  To  administer    and    invest   in  its 
discretion   any  part  of   the  said  pension 
fund   remaining    in    the    hands    of    said 
treasurer. 

(4)  To  pay  all    necessary  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  said 
fund  and  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act  for  which  provision  is  not  other- 
wise made. 

(5)  To  determine  the  amount  to  be 
paid  as  benefits  or  annuities  under  this  act 
and  to  increase  or  reduce  the   same  in  its 
discretion :  Provided,  that  no  benefit  or 
annuity  shall  exceed    six    hundred  dollars 
per  year. 

(6)  To  take  by  gift,  grant  or  bequest, 
or   otherwise,  any  money  or  property  of 
any  kind  and  hold  the  same  for  the  benefit 
of  said  fund. 

(7)  To  purchase,  hold,  sell  or  assign 
and  transfer  any  of  the  securities  in  which 
said  fund  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  in- 
vested,   subject   to   the  approval   of  the 
board  of  directors  of   such  public  library. 

(8)  To  exempt  any  of  said  employes 
from  the  operation  of    this  act,  whenever 
in  its  judgment  the  interests  of  said  fund 
shall  render  such  exemption  necessary  and 
advisable. 

(9)  To  fill   any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
in  said  board    of    trustees  until  the  next 
annual  election  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

(10)  To  make  and  establish  all  such 
rules  for  the  transaction  of   its  business 
and  such  other  rules,  regulations  and  by- 
laws as  may  be   necessary  for  the  proper 
administration  of  said  fund  committed  to 
its  charge,  and  the  performance  of   the 
duties  imposed  upon  it. 

(11)  It  shall    keep   full  and  complete 
records  of  its  meetings  and  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements    on    account   of   such 
fund, and  also  complete  lists  of  all  contribu- 
tors  to  said  fund,  and  of  all  annuitants 
receiving  benefits    therefrom,    and    such 
other   records  as  in    its   judgment   shall 
seem  necessary,  and  shall  make  and  pub- 
lish annually  a    full  and    complete    state- 
ment of  its  financial  transactions. 

(12)  Said  board  shall  hear  and  deter- 


mine all  applications  for  benefits  under 
this  act,  and  shall  have  power  to  suspend 
any  annuity  whenever,  in  its  judgment, 
the  disability  of  such  beneficiary  has 
ceased,  or  for  other  good  cause. 

(13)  To  compromise,  settle  or  liqui- 
date any  claim  against  said  fund,  by 
surrendering  the  contribution  or  contri- 
butions of  any  individual  or  individuals, 
and  make  the  necessary  rules,  prescrib- 
ing the  terms  under  which  such  settle- 
ments may  be  made,  providing  there 
shall  be  no  rule  allowing  restitution  of 
deductions  from  salaries  after  the  con- 
tributor shall  have  become  eligible  to  an 
annuity  under  this  act. 

Section  7.  Any  contributor  to  said 
fund  who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of 
fifty-five  years,  and  shall  have  been  in  the 
service  of  said  public  library  board  for  a 
period  of  ten  years,  and  shall  have  con- 
tributed to  said  fund  for  the  same  period, 
shall  have  the  right  to  retire  and  become 
a  beneficiary  under  this  act,  and  to  re- 
ceive such  benefit  or  annuity  from  said 
fund  as  shall  be  determined  by  said 
board  of  trustees,,  which  said  benefit  or 
annuity  shall  be  proportionate  to  the 
amount  of  the  contributions  of  such  em- 
ploye. 

Section  8.  Upon  the  death  of  any  con- 
tributor who  is  not  nor  has  been  a  bene- 
ciary  under  this  act,  the  said  board  of 
trustees  may  pay  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing one  year's  benefit  to  the  widow,  if 
any,  of  such  deceased  contributor,  and  if 
there  be  no  widow,  said  board  of  trustees 
may  expend  said  amount  for  the  benefit  of 
the  minor  children,  if  any,  of  such  de- 
ceased contributor. 

Section  9.  Any  person  who  has  been 
an  employe"  of  said  public  library  board 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years  or  more,  and 
is  a  contributor  to  said  fund,  may  retire 
from  the  service  of  said  public  library 
board  upon  sixty  days'  notice  to  be  given 
to  said  board  of  trustees  (unless  such 
notice  is  waived  by  said  board  of  trus- 
tees), and  become  an  annuitant  under 
this  act.  Provided,  such  person  shall 
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have  contributed  to  said  fund  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  five  (5)  years,  or  shall  at 
the  time  of  becoming  a  contributor  pay 
into  the  fund  the  equivalent  of  five  years' 
contribution  thereto. 

Section  10.  Any  person  who  has  con- 
tributed to  said  fund  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  or  more  may  retire  from  the  service 
of  said  public  library  board  on  account  of 
serious  disability,  rendering"  him  or  her 
unable  to  properly  discharge  his  or  her 
duties,  upon  ninety  days'  notice  to  be 
given  to  said  board  of  trustees  (unless 
such  notice  is  waived  by  said  board  of 
trustees)  and  may  become  an  annuitant 
under  this  act,  and  shall  thereupon  be 
entitled  to  receive  for  a  period  of  two 
years  (which  may  be  extended  upon 
proof  of  continued  disability)  such  part  of 
the  annuity  then  allowed  under  the  rules 
of  said  trustees  as  said  trustees  may 
determine. 

Section  1 1 .  Any  employe  who  has 
been  contributing  to  said  fund  for  less 
than  ten  years,  and  who  shall  be  dis- 
missed or  resign  from  the  service  of  said 
public  library  board,  may,  upon  applica- 
tion made  within  three  months  after  date 
of  such  dismissal  or  resignation,  receive 
one-half  of  the  total  amount  paid  into 
said  fund  by  such  person  so  dismissed. 

Section  1 2.  The  president  and  secre- 
tary of  the  public  library  board  shall 
certify  monthly  to  the  treasurer  all 
amounts  deducted  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  from  the  salaries 
paid  by  the  public  library  board,  which 
amounts,  as  well  as  all  other  sums  con- 
tributed to  said  fund  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  set  apart  and  held  by 
said  treasurer  for  the  purpose  hereinbefore 
specified,  subject  to  the  order  of  said 
board  of  trustees,  and  shall  be  paid  out 
upon  warrants  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  said  board  of  trustees. 


Section  13.  All  annuities  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
exempt  from  attachment  and  garnishment 
process,  and  ho  annuitant  shall  have  the 
right  to  transfer  or  assign  his  or  her 
annuity,  either  by  way  of  mortgage  or 
otherwise. 

Section  14.  Any  person  who  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  avoid  or  seek  to 
avoid  any  or  all  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  enforce- 
ment of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  and 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both, 
such  fine  or  imprisonment  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  De- 
livery Stations  begs  leave  to  report  that 
in  accordance  with  the  authority  given  it 
by  the  Board  on  February  27,  1905,11 
has  received  and  opened  bids  for  two 
gasoline  automobiles. 

In  order  to  reach  all  manufacturers  of 
this  type  of  automobile  thirty  advertise- 
ments and  specifications  were  sent  out, 
but  only  one  bid  was  received  in  reply, 
and  this  was  from  the  Knox  Auto 
Company,  whose  bid  was  $2,600.  This  is 
$100  more  than  the  Board  paid  for  its 
first  machine,  but  covers  the  following 
extras :  Four  inch  solid  rubber  tires,  in- 
stead of  three  inch,  $50;  extra  driving 
chain,  $18,  and  two  storage  batteries,  $32. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  automobiles  should  be  furnished  with 
four  inch  rubber  tires  instead  of  three 
and  one-half,  the  life  of  the  wider  tire 
being  said  to  be  much  longer. 

The  price  placed  upon  the  extra  driv- 
ing chains  being  three  dollars  less  than 
the  Board  paid  for  a  similar  chain  for  the 
old  machine,  your  Committee  recom- 
mends that  an  extra  chain  be  furnished 
with  each  machine  at  $18  each. 

In  regard  to  the  storage  batteries, 
your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
cost  of  these  be  stricken  from  the  bid  inas- 
much as  the  Board  can  purchase  them  at 
a  lower  figure  than  is  offered  in  the  pro- 
posal. 

Your  Committee  recommends,  there- 
fore, that  an  order  be  given  to  the  Knox 
Auto  Company  for  two  gasoline,  water- 
less automobiles  at  a  cost  of  $2,568 


each,  which  shall  include  four  inch  tires 
and  one  extra  driving  chain  for  each  ma- 
chine; the  machines  to  be  built  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  specifications  and 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Library  in  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  the  order.

The  Librarian  presented  to  the  Board 
an  artist's  proof  engraving  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  a  gift  from  ex-President  of  the 
Board  Charles  A.  Plamondon. 

Also,  a  bronze  medallion  of  T.  F. 
Bayard,  former  United  States  minister  to 
the  Court  of  St.  James,  the  gift  of  B.  F. 
Stevens  &  Brown,  London. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  the  en- 
graving and  medallion  be  accepted  and 
that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  extend  to 
the  donors  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  Board 
for  their  gifts.

The  President  stated  that,  in  his  judg- 
ment, the  usefulness  of  the  Library  could 
be  best  extended  by  the  erection  of  branch 
libraries ;  that  he  had  consulted'  with 
members  of  the  Legislature  and  was  in- 
formed that  a  bill  might  be  passed  at  the 
present  session  of  that  body  authorizing 
the  issuing  of  $500,000  worth  of  bonds  to 
be  used  in  the  erection  of  such  buildings. 


After  some  discussion,  Director  Bowers 
moved  that  a  committee  of  one  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  suitable  bill  for  au- 
thorizing funds  for  the  extension  of 
Library  work,  and  that  said  bill  be  in- 
troduced in  the  Legislature  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  President  appointed  Director  Fyffe 
a  committee  of  one  to  prepare  a  bill  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  motion. 

On  motion  of  Director  Bowers,  the 
Board  went  into 

EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

for  the  purpose  of  considering  reports  of 
the  Committee  on  Administration. 

Director  Despres,  for  the  Committee, 
presented  the  following  report  and  recom- 
mendations : 

Your  Committee  recommends — 
i .     That  hereafter  there  be  a  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  all  the  branch  read- 
ing rooms  and  that  Mr.  W.  A.  Purer  be 
appointed  as   such    superintendent,   and 
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that  his  present  title  be  changed  to  super- 
intendent of  delivery  stations  and  branch 
reading  rooms,  and  that  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  be  so  notified. 

2.  That  all   time   lost  by   employe's, 
according  to  the  time  register,  under  the 
heading  of  "late"  during  the  fiscal  year, 
in  excess   of   two  hours,  be  charged  to 
their  respective  accounts  and  be  deducted 
from   their  salaries  when   the'  annual  re- 
port is  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors; 

Provided,  that  in  case  of  resignation, 
or  dismissal,  during  the  year,  a  deduction 
in  the  same  proportion  as  above  shall  be 
made  at  the  time  of  the  last  payment  of 
salary. 

3.  That   all  time   lost   by  remaining 
away  more  than  one  hour  during  the  day, 
or  leaving  before  the  proper  time  in  the 
evening,  without   being  excused,  shall  be 
added  to  the  tardiness  in   the  morning  in 
computing  time  known  as  ''late." 

4.  That  the  custom  in  vogue  in  former 
years  of  allowing  some  of  the  employe's  to 
end  their  day's  work  on  Saturdays  during 
the  summer  months  at  12  o'clock,  noon, 
be  changed  to  one  o'clock. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  announce 
that  of  the  employe's  who  have  been  in 
the  service  more  than  six  months  nine  of 
them  have  not  been  absent,  late  or  ex- 
cused during  the  past  year.  They  are 
Henrietta  Lovi,  Minnie  E.  Wills,  Kathar- 
ine Donovan,  Christian  Ullrich,  Aaron  S.

4.  That   authority   be   given   to    the 
Committee     to      have     certain     repairs 
made   to   down-spouts   and   down-spout 
heads  and  the  two  domes  on  the  Library 
building  at  an  expense  of  about  $75. 

5.  That    the    Committee     be    given 
authority  to  repair  the  roof  on  the  Black- 
stone  Memorial  branch  library  building  at 
a  cost  of  about  $75,  provided  the  con- 
tractor for  the  roof  can  not  be  held  liable 
for  the  repairs. 

6.  That   the  proposal  of   J.   F.   Mc- 
Guire  to  sprinkle  the  streets  and   court 
around  the  Library  building  for  the  sea- 
son commencing  May  i,  1905,  at  a  cost 
of  $30  per  month,  be  accepted. 

7.  That  the  Committee  be  authorized 
to  install  in  the  new  automobile  house  a 
lift  to  be  used  for  raising  the  bed  of  the 
automobile    from    the  works    below,    for 
the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  cleaning  and 
repairing   of    the    machinery,    the    same 
not  to  exceed  in  cost  the  sum  of  $80.85.

Director  Lowe,  Chairman,  presented 
a  bill  from  the  City  Comptroller  for  inter- 
est on  a  tax  warrant  amounting  to 
$186  30  stating  that  the  President  and 
Secretary  had  executed  a  voucher  in  pay- 
ment of  the  same  since  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board  and  moved  that  the  action 
of  those  officers  be  concurred  in. 

Carried. 

Yeas — Directors  Bowers,  Lowe,  Des- 
pres,  Lindstrand,  Cigrand  and  the  Presi- 
dent— 6. 

Nays — None 

Director  Lowe,  also,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Chicago  Public  Library: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, to  which  was  referred  the  ques- 
tion of  the  appointment  of  a  custodian  or 
treasurer  of  trust  funds  in  possession  of 
the  Board  who  shall  be  properly  bonded 
as  such  treasurer,  begs  leave  to  report 
that  Article  VIII  of  the  by-laws  provides 
as  follows : 

"The  Secretary  shall,  also,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
be  the  financial  officer  of  the  Library,  and 
keep  its  accounts  and  receive  and  safely 
deposit  and  account  for  all  moneys  which 
may  come  into  his  custody  from  bequests, 
legacies,  donations,  fines,  security  depos- 
its, sale  of  finding  lists,  books  lost  and 
paid  for,  and  all  other  moneys  which, 
under  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  Li- 
brary, may  be  placed  in  his  custody  as 
Secretary." 

In  view  of  the  present  provisions  of  the 
by-laws,  your  Committee  does  not  believe 
it  necessary  to  appoint  an  additional  offi- 
cer of  the  Board  for  the  custody  of  the 


trust  funds,  but  would  recommend  that 
some  additional  safeguards  be  placed 
about  the  receipt,  keeping  and  disbursing 
of  such  funds,  and  to  that  end  recom- 
mend that  Article  VIII  be  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  above  quotation  the 
following : 

"All  moneys  received  from  bequests  or 
donations  and  all  moneys  derived  from 
the  investment  of  such  funds  shall  be  de- 
posited in  a  bank,  to  be  designated  by  the 
Library  Board,  in  the  name  of  'The 
Chicago  Public  Library.' 

"The  investment  of  bequeathed,  or  do- 
nated funds  shall  be  made  by  a  standing 
committee  consisting  of  the  President  of 
the  Library  Board,  ex-officio,  and  two 
other  members  to  be  appointed  by  him, 
subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  in  the  case  of  each  investment. 

"All  warrants  against  funds  deposited 
to  the  credit  of  The  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary received  from  bequests  or  donations, 
or  against  interest  thereon  or  revenue 
therefrom,  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Public  Library  Board  and 
shall  be  countersigned,  after  being  drawn, 
by  the  hand  of  the  President  of  the  Pub- 
lic Library  Board.  But  such  warrants 
shall  first  be  ordered  paid  in  the  usual 
course  by  the  Library  Board.  No  war- 
rants for  a  greater  sum  than  five  thous- 
sands  ($5,000)  dollars  shall  be  drawn  un- 
less it  shall,  in  addition  to  the  signatures 
of  the  Secretary  and  President,  be  also 
countersigned  by  the  Chairman  of  the' 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Board,  and 
no  warrant  for  a  sum  greater  than  five 
thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  shall  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  without  being  accom- 
panied by  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution 
of  the  Public  Library  Board  ordering  its 
payment. " 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
with  the  safeguards  required  in  the  fore- 
going amendment  in  paying  out  trust 
funds  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  bond  of  the  Secretary,  and  makes  no 
recommendation  upon  this  matter,  pre- 
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ferring  to  leave  it  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Board,  itself. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

There  were  present  the  Vice-President, 
Director  Bowers,  in  the  chair,  and  Direc- 
tors Brosseau,  Lowe,  Lindstrand  and 
Fyffe.

MINUTES    APPROVED. 

Director  Lowe  moved  that  the  minutes 
of  the  regular  meeting  of  April  10,  1905, 
and  of  the  special  meeting  held  April  17, 
1905,  and  of  the  regular  meeting  held 
April  24,  1905,  be  approved  'as  recorded 
and  printed,  without  being  read. 

Carried. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Communications  were  received  as  fol- 
lows: 

From  Edward  Howe,  national  superin- 
tendent of  The -American  White  Cross 
First  Aid  Society,  asking  the  Board  for  the 
privilege  of  using  the  room  for  the  blind 


"one  evening  of  the  week  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  first 
aid  to  the  injured  and  upon  home  nursing 
and  domestic  hygiene." 

Mr.  Howe,  being  present,  was  given 
permission  to  explain  more  fully  the  object 
of  the  lectures.  „ 

The  communication  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

From  citizens  of  Englewood  and 
vicinity  praying  the  Board  to  establish  a 
daily  exchange  of  books  between  the 
delivery  stations  and  the  main  Library. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Delivery 
Stations. 

From  Caroline  M.  Towles,  president  of 
the  Head  Assistants'  Association,  thank- 
ing the  Board  for  its  courtesy  in  granting 
that  association  the  use  of  the  room  for 
the  blind  for  its  quarterly  meetings. 

Ordered  to  be  filed. 

From  the  Chicago  Federation  of  Labor 
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desiring  to  be  heard  in  the  interests  of  the 
firemen  in  the  employ  of  the  Board. 

A  delegation  from  the  Federation  be- 
ing present,  by  permission,  addressed  the 
Board,  making  a  plea  for  higher  wages 
for  the  firemen,  after  which  they  with- 
drew. 

From  Geo.  C.  Osby,  a  page,  tendering 
his  resignation  as  an  employe"  'of  the 
Board. 

Director  Brosseau  moved  that  the  resig- 
nation of  iWr.  Osby  be  accepted,  and  that 
the  Librarian  be  authorized  to  make  a 
requisition  upon  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission for  a  page  to  fill  the  vacancy  at  a 
salary  of  $300  per  annum. 

Carried. 

UNFINISHED    BUSINESS. 

The  Chair  called  up  the  notice  given  by 
him  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  with 
reference  to  an  amendment  to  article 
XX  of  the  by-laws,  whereupon, 

Director  Lowe  moved  that  article  XX 
of  the  by-laws  be  amended  by  striking 
therefrom  the  last  clause  thereof — being 
the  words,  "unless  by  a  vote  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  Board." 

The  motion  prevailed  and  the  amend- 
ment was  adopted. 

Yeas — Directors  Brosseau,  Lowe,  Lind- 
strand,  Fyffe  and  the  Chair — 5. 

Nays — None. 

The  Chair,  also,  called  the  attention  of 
the  Board  to  the  amendment  to  article 
VIII,  proposed  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance  at  the  last  regular  meeting,  and 
stated  that  the  amendment  as  proposed  by 
the  Committee  would  constitute  an  addi- 
tional. Standing  Committee,  and  suggested 
that  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  em- 


powered to'  perform  the  services  of  an 
"Investment  Committee." 

This  suggestion  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Board  and  the  clause  relating  to  invest- 
ment of  trust  funds  will  read  as  follows : 

"The  investment  of  bequeathed  or  do- 
nated funds  shall  be  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  subject,  however,  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  in  the  case  of 
each  investment." 

Director  Fyffe  moved  that  the  amend- 
ment to  article  VIII,  as  amended,  be 
now  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Carried. 

Yeas — Directors  Brosseau,  Lowe.Lind- 
strand,  Fyffe  and  the  Chair — 5. 

Nays — None. 

Article  VIII,  as  amended,  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Art.  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  keep  a  neat,  exact  and  per- 
manent record  of  the  proceedings  of  ttye 
Board  of  Directors,  and  have  copies  there- 
of printed  for  the  use  and  information  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  and  of  the 
officers  of  the  Library.  He  shall, 
also,  keep  a  record,  when  required 
to  do  so,  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Committees  of  the  Board,  and  send 
notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  to  the 
Directors,  and  of  the  Committees  to  the 
members  thereof.  The  Secretary  shall, 
also,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  be  the  financial  offi- 
cer of  the  Library,  and  keep  its  accounts 
and  receive  and  safely  deposit  and  ac- 
count for  all  moneys  which  may  come 
into  his  custody  from  bequests,  legacies, 
donations,  fines,  security  deposits,  sale  of 
finding  lists,  books  lost  and  paid  for,  and 
all  other  moneys  which,  under  the  rules 
and  practice  of  the  Library,  may  be  placed 
in  his  custody  as  Secretary. 

All  moneys  received  from  bequests  or 
donations  and  all  moneys  derived  from 
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the  investment  of  such  funds  shall  be  de- 
posited in  a  bank,  to  be  designated  by 
the  Library  Board,  in  the  name  of  "The 
Chicago  Public  Library." 

The  investment  of  bequeathed,  or  do- 
nated funds  shall  be  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  subject,  however,  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  in  the  case  of 
each  .investment. 

All  warrants  against  funds  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  The  Chicago  Public  Library 
received  from  bequests  or  donations,  or 
against  interest  thereon  or  revenue  there- 
from, shall  be  drawn  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Public  Library  Board  and  shall  be 
countersigned,  after  being  drawn,  by  the 
hand  of  the  President  of  the  Pubic  Library 
Board.  But  such  warrants  shall  first  be 
ordered  paid  in  the  usual  course  by  the 
Library  Board.  No  warrant  for  a  greater 
sum  than  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars 
shall  be  drawn  unless  it  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  signatures  of  the  Secretary  and 
President,  be  also  countersigned  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  'Finance 
of  the  Board,  and  no  warrant  for  a  sum 
greater  than  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dol- 
lars shall  be  presented  for  payment  with- 
out being  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy 
of  a  resolution  of  the'  Public  Library 
Board  ordering  its  payment. 

He  shall  make  to  the  Board,  at  the  first 
meeting  in  each  month,  a  statement  of 
all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him 
in  the  preceding  month,  and  once  each 
quarter  he  shall  report  the  condition 
of  the  Library  Fund,  appending  thereto 
a  certificate  as  to  the  correctness  of  all 
his  books  of  account  for  said  quarter. 
And  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  Board  may  direct,  and  give  such  se- 
curity for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  the  Board  may  order. 

COMMITTEE   ON    LIBRARY.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The  following  communication  was 
received  from  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  Sullivan  through  Director  Fyffe, 
who  was  requested  by  the  Board  to  obtain 
an  opinion  with  regard  to  the  liability  of 
the  Library  in  the  matter  of  payment  of 
sundry  inspection  fees.

"Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry 
of  February  6th,  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Chicago  Public  Library  is  obliged  to 
pay  a  fee  to  the  city  for  the  inspection  of 
the  elevators  in  the  Library  building,  I 
beg  to  say  that  the  building  ordinance 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  elevator  inspec- 
tors to  inspect  all  elevators  'used  and 
operated  in  any  building  in  the  City  of 
Chicago' ;  and  when  the  same  is  found 
in  a  perfectly  safe  condition  the  building 
commissioner  is  required  to  issue  a  cer- 
tificate to  that  effect.  (Sees.  29  &  31.) 

"Section  30  of  the  ordinance,  provid- 
ing for  the  collection  of  the  fee,  is  as 
follows : 

"  'The  owners,  agents,  or  occupants 
of  all  buildings  in  which  elevators  are 
used  shall  pay  the  commissioner  of 
buildings,  before  a  certificate  of  inspec- 
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tion  is  issued  to  him,  a  fee  of  two  dollars 
($2.00)  for  each  inspection  of  each  eleva- 
tor made  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance.' 

"I  note  your  suggestion  that  the  build- 
ing belongs  to  and  is  used  exclusively  by 
the  city.  While  it  is  true  that  this  is 
a  building  supported  by  taxation,  it  is 
not  supported  by  the  city  tax;  and  the 
commissioner  of  buildings  has  no  power 
to  remit  such  a  fee,  except  upon  an  or- 
der by  the  city  council.  In  the  absence 
of  such  an  order,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  you  should  pay  this  fee.

Director  Cigrand  stated  that  bids  had 
been  received  for  supplying  coal  to  the 
Public  Library  building  for  the  year  end- 
ing May  31,  1906;  that  the  bids  ranged 
from  $3.60  per  ton  to  $3.85  per  ton,  and 
that  the  tests  made  by  the  Library's  en- 
gineers of  the  coal  offered  showed  that 
the  coal  of  F.  G.  Hartwell  Company  at 
$3.65  per  ton  was  the  most  economical 
coal  tested. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  a  contract 
be  entered  into  with  F.  G.  Hartwell  Com- 
pany for  3,000  tons,  more  or  less,  of 
Hartwell's  smokeless  run  of  mine  coal 
upon  their  bid  of  $3.65  per  ton,  and  that 
that  company  be  asked  to  furnish  a 
surety  company  bond  in  the  amount  of 


$2,000  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  contract. 

Carried. 

Yeas — Directors  Bowers,  Lowe,  Ci- 
grand, Fyffe  and  the  President— 5. 

Nays — None. 

Director  Cigrand  stated  that  since  the 
expiration  of  the  plate  glass  insurance, 
about  a  year  ago,  18  lights  had  been 
broken,  three  of  which  had  been  replaced 
at  a  cost  of  $50.50;  that  there  are  five 
other  lights  in  the  building  which  were 
broken  some  years  ago,  while  the  glass 
was  uninsured,  and  that  the  Committee 
desired  to  know  whether  or  not  the  Board 
would  like  to  have  these  lights  replaced 
at  this  time. 

After  some  discussion,  Director  Cigrand 
moved  that  the  question  of  replacing  the 
broken  plate  glass  in  the  building  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds  with  power  to  act,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  only  such  lights  as  the 
Committee  deem  unsafe  or  unsightly 
should  be  replaced  at  the  present  time. 

Carried. 

Director  Cigrand,  also,  reported  that 
the  Committee  had  received  bids  for  re- 
placing the  large  garbage  box  in  the  court, 
the  present  box  being  now  in  a  dilapi- 
dated condition  on  account  of  the  sides 
and  ends  having  rusted  out.  He  recom- 
mended that  the  bid  of  Fred  Kaltenbach 
of  $96.  50  be  accepted  for  this  work,  this 
being  the  lowest  bid  received. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

Director  Cigrand,  also,  stated  that  the 
Municipal  Museum  of  Chicago  had  re- 
quested the  Board,  through  Mrs.  Ham- 
lin,  chairman  of  the  executive  committee, 
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to  open  two  or  three  of  the  large  windows 
in  the  two  rooms  occupied  by  them  on  the 
fourth  floor  for  the  purpose  of  better  ven- 
tilation. 

Director  Cigrand  moved  that  the  ques- 
tion be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds  with  power  to  act.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Chicago 
Public  Library  in  sad  cognizance  of  the 
sudden  death  of  Mr.  Julius  Rosenthal,  a 
former  member  of  this  Board,  desires  to 
give  expression  to  its  profound  sorrow  at 
the  loss  the  Library  and  the  community 
at  large  have  sustained,  by  adopting  the 
following 

MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 

Mr.  Julius  Rosenthal  was  closely  affi- 
liated with  the  Library.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  Board  of  Directors,  or- 
ganized April  n,  1872,  and  served  as 
such  until  his  resignation  on  September 
1 8,  1875.  During  this  period  he  was 
chairman  of  the  Administration  Com- 
mittee, in  which  position  his  practical 
knowledge  of  men  and  affairs  and  his 
good  judgment  became  of  special  and 
lasting  value  to  this  institution  and  gave 
the  basis  on  which  the  Library  service 
was  established,  while  his  extraordinary 
erudition  and  extensive  knowledge  of  the 
literatures  of  the  world  in  its  main  tongues 
helped  materially  to  broaden  and  solidify 
the  general  foundation  of  the  Library. 


The  valuable  services  rendered  it  by 
Mr.  Rosenthal  in  his  official  capacity  are 
still  felt  throughout  the  institution  and 
highly  appreciated  by  the  present  Board. 

Yet  Mr.  Rosenthal's  interest  in  the 
Library  did  not  cease  with  his  term  of 
office  as  a  director :  up  to  his  very  death 
he  ever  proved  himself  its  warm,  staunch 
and  disinterested  friend. 

Mr.  Rosenthal  was  in  the  truest  and 
fullest  sense  of  the  word  a  philanthropist. 
The  public  weal  and  elevation,  economi- 
cally and  intellectually,  were  ever  his  aim. 
In  a  very  busy  life  as  an  attorney  he 
always  found  time  to  aid  all  measures 
aiming  at  the  good  of  the  people,  more 
especially  in  the  direction  of  charity. 

For  a  long  number  of  years  he  served 
as  Public  Administrator,  as  an  officer  of 
the  "United  Hebrew  Relief  Association," 
as  a  director  of  the  Relief  and  Aid 
Societies  of  the  city,  English  and  Ger- 
man. In  this  latter  capacity  he  was  espe- 
cially active  after  the  fire.  Of  late  years 
his  philanthropic  spirit  found  a  large  and 
beneficial  field  in  the  directories  of  the 
"German  Old  People's  Home"  and  the 
"Manual  Training  School  for  Jewish  Chil- 
dren." Yet  all  these  varied  duties 
voluntarily  taken  upon  himself  did  not 
deter  him  from  serving  his  profession  and 
the  administration  of  justice  as  librarian 
of  the  '  'Chicago  Law  Institute"  for  twenty- 
five  long  years. 

In  all  his  life,  private  and  public,  Mr. 
Rosenthal  was  a  true,  upright,  noble, 
warmhearted  and  unselfish  man,  and 
withal  an  exemplary  citizen. 

Resolved,  That  this  Memorial  Minute 
be  spread  upon  the  records  of  this  Board 
as  our  tribute  to  Mr.  Rosenthal's  worth 
and  his  services  to  The  Chicago  Public 
Library,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  family  of  the  deceased.

You  already  have  some  branches  and  read- 
ing rooms  established  on  the  south  side 
where,  as  I  understand,  you  are  paying 
the  cost  of  heating  and  light,  as  well  as 
in  some  cases  rent  in  addition  to  the  cost 
of  the  attendants.  Therefore,  it  would 
seem  that  a  saving  might  be  effected  to 
your  Board  by  the  establishment  of  the 
branches  and  reading  rooms  in  these 
park  buildings  where  you  would  be  at 
no  other  expense  than  that  of  the  at- 
tendants. 

"If  branches  could  be  established  in 
these  buildings,  I  am  sure  that  it  would  be 
to  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  people, 
and  the  Park  Commissioners  would  be 
glad  to  do  everything  in  their  power  to 
make  the  service  satisfactory  to  the 
public.

2.  That  the  Librarian  be  authorized 
to  expend  not  to  exceed  $600  for  books 
for  each  of  said  reading  rooms,  and  that 
said   moneys   be   paid   from   the    Hiram 
Kelly  income  fund.

Whereas,  the  legislature  of  Illinois  at

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library  employes'  pension  fund  in  cities 
having  a  population  exceeding  100,000

Whereas,  said  bill  was  approved  by 
the  Governor  on  the  I2th  day  of  May, 
1905,  and  became  a  law  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  1905,  therefore, 

Resolved,  that  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  pension  act  giving  this 
Board  the  power  and  making  it  its  duty 
to  create  such  pension  fund,  there  is 
hereby  created  a  public  library  employe's' 
pension  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  employes  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library,  which  fund  shall  consist  of 
amounts  to  be  retained  from  the  salaries 
or  wages  of  such  employes  as  voluntarily 
become  contributors  thereto  and  such 
miscellaneous  receipts  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
shall  determine. 

Resolved,  that  this  Board  does  hereby 
set  aside  for  such  employes'  pension 
fund,  beginning  with  the  month  of 
November,  1905,  and  until  further  ac- 
tion of  this  Board  fifty  per  cent  of 
all  moneys  collected  from  book-bor- 
rowers as  fines  for  retaining  books  longer 
than  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the 
Library  Board  prescribe,  said  moneys  to 
be  paid  monthly  to  the  City  Treasurer  by 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Board 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said 
pension  act. 

Resolved,  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  pension  act,  an  elec- 
tion is  hereby  called  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  three  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  provided  for  in  said 'act,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Library 
Board,  who  shall  be  elected  for  one  year 
and  two  of  whom  shall  be  library  em- 
ployes who  have  filed  declarations  of  in- 
tention to  become  beneficiaries  of  the 
pension  fund,  one  to  be  elected  for  one 
year  and  one  to  be  elected  for  two  years 
(the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Li- 
brary Board  being  members  of  said  Board 
of  Trustees,  ex  officio) :  said  election 


to  be  held  on  Monday,  October  2,  1905, 
in  the  Librarian's  rooms  in  the  Library 
building,  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock 
a.  m.  and  12  o'clock  m.,  the  electors 
at  which  election  shall  be  employe's  of 
the  Public  Library  who  have  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Library  Board  a 
declaration  of  intention  to  become  bene- 
ficiaries -of  said  pension  fund. 

Director  Despres  moved  that  the  reso- 
lutions as  amended  be  now  adopted  by 
the  Board.

Nays — None. 

Director  Despres  introduced  and  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  trustees 
of  the  employe's'  pension  fund  shall  be  by 
ballot,  which  ballots  shall  be  prepared 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee 
on  Administration  of  this  Board  which 
shall  also  appoint  two  tellers  who  shall 
supervise  the  election ;  that  the  employe 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
serve  as  trustee  for  two  years ;  that  the 
employe  receiving  next  to  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  serve  as  trustee  for 
one  year ;  and  that  the  Library  Director 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  serve  as  trustee  for  one  year;  that 
immediately  after  the  election  the  ballots 
shall  be  counted  and  a  detailed  report 
thereof,  together  with  all  ballots  cast, 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  tellers  to  the 
Secretary  of  this  Board,  who  shall  declare 
the  result  of  said  election  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Library  Board. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

Director  Bowers  stated  that  as  the  au- 
thor of  certain  resolutions  adopted  on 
July  24,  1905,  relative  to  the  valuable 
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services  rendered  to  the  Library  Board 
by  ex-Director  Colin  C.  H.  Fyffe,  he  de- 
sired to  reiterate  the  sentiments  of  appre- 
ciation expressed  at  that  time  and  as  a 
further  testimony  of  the  high  regard  in 
which  he  is  held  by  the-  Board  he  took 
great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  Mr.  Fyffe, 
on  behalf  of  the  Board,  an  engrossed 
copy  of  the  resolution  referred  to. 

Ex-Director  Fyffe   being   present,  ac- 


cepted the  resolutions  and  expressed  in  a 
few  brief  remarks  the  pleasure  it  had 
been  to  him  to  have  been  associated  with 
a  Board  whose  work  is  so  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  education  of  the  people 
and  the  furtherance  of  good  citizenship. 
On  motion  of  Director  Eckhart,  the 
Board  adjourned.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Communications  were  received  as  fol- 
lows :

COMMITTEE   ON    ADMINISTRATION. 

Director  Despres,  for  the  Committee, 
reported  back  the  application  of  Mary 
E.  Remmer,  referred  to  the  Committee 
in  the  early  part  of  the  meeting,  and 
recommended,  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
mittee, that  the  petition  be  granted. 

He,  also,  recommended  that  Anna  W. 
Thayer,  clerk,  be  transferred  to  the 
Blackstone  Memorial  branch  library  dur- 
ing the  absence  of  Miss  Remmer,  with- 
out change  of  salary. 

Also,  that  the  petition  of  Anna  J.  Fer- 
guson for  leave  of  absence  until  Novem- 
ber ist  next,  referred  to  the  Committee 
during  the  early  part  of  the  meeting,  be 
not  granted. 

Also,  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
be  requested  to  separate  from  the  Library 
service  Mrs.  Theresa  Sheridan,  clerk  in 
the  binding  department,  now  on  proba- 
tion, on  account  of  absence  and  ill  health, 
and  that  the  Librarian  be  requested  to 
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make  a  requisition  upon  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  for  a  clerk  at  a  salary  of  $400 
per  annum  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Also,  that  the  Librarian  be  authorized 
to  make  a  requisition  upon  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission  for  a  sixty-day  janitor 
and  janitress  on  account  of  extra  work 
during  the  cleaning  of  the  Library. 

Director  Despres .  moved  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  be 
concurred  in.

Director  Despres  recommended,  on  be- 
half of  the  Committee, that  the  title  of  the 
persons  in  charge  of  the  reading  rooms  to 
be  established  in  the  field  houses  in  the 
parks  be  "clerk  in  charge." 

Concurred  in. 

COMMITTEE    ON     DELIVERY    STATIONS. 

Director  Lindstrand,  Chairman,  pre- 
sented the  following  report  of  W.  A. 
Purer,  superintendent  of  delivery  stations: 

TotJie  Honorable  the  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library, 

Gentlemen  : — I  hereby  submit  to  you  a 
brief  account  of  what  is  being  done  in  the 
delivery  station  department,  hoping  that 
you  may  suggest  such  changes  as  may 
appear  to  you  necessary  to  bring  the  serv- 
ice to  perfection. 

The    Library   prior   to    November     i, 
1904,  had  in  its  service  five  drivers,   five  j 
wagons  and  twelve  horses.     The  wagons  ' 
were  located  as  follows : 

One  on  the  north  side,  two  on  the  west 
side  and  two  on  the  south  side.  The 
average  monthly  expense  for  each  wagon, 
including  the  driver's  salary,  was  $115  oo. 

November  i,  1904,  the  Library  Board 
purchased  an  automobile  and  after  a 
thorough  investigation  it  was  estimated 
that  the  automobile  could  do  the  work  of 


two  wagons  and  that  the  monthly  expense 
would  be  as  follows : 

One  automobile  operator,  $65.00,  gaso- 
line and  oil, $27.0.0;  repairs, $22.  50;  tires, 
$15.00;  total  $129.50;  thus  saving  ap- 
proximately $100.00  a  month  on  the 
running  expenses  of  the  former  wagon 
service. 

It  soon  became  apparent  from  the  bills 
received  for  repairs  that  a  great  deal  more 
could  be  saved  by  having  a  place  in 
which  to  do  repairs,  and  the  Board  or- 
dered sketches  to  be  made  for  a  shed  for 
that  purpose. 

At  that  time  we  were  paying  15  cents 
per  gallon  for  gasoline,  which  could  be 
purchased  for  10*4  cents  in  large  quanti- 
ties. A  tank  was  ordered  purchased  and 
installed  on  the  premises,  thus  saving 
$18.00  per  month  on  gasoline.  In  the 
spring  the  Board  decided  to  purchase  two 
additional  machines,  doing  away  with  the 
wagons  entirely.  On  June  i,  1905,  the 
machines  were  put  into  service  and  the 
wagons  and  horses  sold. 

It  became  evident  that  owing  to  the 
rapidity  with  which  the  trips  could  be 
made,  return  service  could  be  given  on  the 
north  and  south  -sides.  As  soon  as  this 
service  was  thoroughly  installed  a  third 
machine  was  put  on  the  northwest  side, 
thus  giving  that  part  of  the  west  side  a 
return  delivery.  The  machine  was  housed 
at  the  extreme  end  of  the  trip. 

The  three  machines  have  been  in  serv- 
ice since  June  ist  last  and  the  repair  ex- 
penses have  never  reached  $67.  50,  as  had 
been  estimated,  owing  to  the  fact  that  all 
the  repairs  have  been  done  on  the 
premises, thus  making  a  savingof  $185.00 
per  month  in  running  expenses  as  com- 
pared with  the  wagons,  and  the  service 
is  better  than  could  be  done  with  five 
wagons.  Delays  would  have  been  avoided 
if  the  Library  had  had  the  necessary  parts 
to  replace  such  as  had  to  be  repaired. 

The  main  reason  the  west  side  has  not 
the  daily  return  service  is  that  it  would 
require  more  than  a  hundred  miles  of 
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travel  and  the  handling   of   seventy-two 
boxes  to  do  it,  which  is  more  than  one  man 
can  accomplish  in  the  required  time.

Director  Lindstrand  moved  that  the 
Board  take  steps  to  purchase  an  addi- 
tional automobile  for  the  delivery  station 
service,  and  the  motion  was  seconded. 

Director  Despres  moved  that  action 
upon  this  motion  be  postponed  for  two 
weeks. 

Carried. 

Director  Lindstrand  reported  back  the 
petition  of  Mary  Etsinger  for  a  delivery 
station  at  1441  E.  69th  street;  of  Mrs. 
Byrne  for  a  delivery  station  at  1654  Gar- 
field  boulevard,  and  of  Abraham  Roth  for 
a  station  at  324  Blue  Island  avenue,  and 
recommended  that  they  be  filed. 

The  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

.      COMMITTEE     ON     BUILDINGS    AND 
GROUNDS. 

Director  Despres,  Chairman,  in  the 
absence  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee, 
moved  that  the  business  in  its  hands  be 
taken  up  and  be  transacted  in  open 
Board. 

Carried. 

Director  Despres  stated  that  the  cost 
of  lighting  the  Blackstone  branch  library 
for  the  year  ending  September  ist  had 
been  $845.77,  which  the  Committee  be- 
lieved could  be  reduced  by  about  one-half 
if  the  Library  Board  should  install  in  that 
building  a  gas  or  oil  engine  and  dynamo 
for  lighting  purposes. 


He  further  stated  that  specifications 
had  been  prepared  for  such  a  plant  and 
recommended  that  the  Committee  be  au- 
thorized to  advertise  for  proposals  to  in- 
stall it. 

Director  Lowe  moved  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  authorized  to  advertise  for  bids 
for  such  a  plant  and  report  to  the  Board. 

Carried. 

Director  Despres  moved  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be  au- 
thorized to  obtain  bids  for  supplying  fuel 
to  the  Blackstone  branch  library  and  to 
such  reading  rooms  as  are  heated  by  the 
Board  for  the  season  ending  May  31, 
1906;  no  coal  to  be  accepted  until  a 
certificate  of  weight  from  a  city  weigh- 
master  is  presented  therewith. 

Carried. 

Yeas — Directors  Lowe,  Despres,  Lind- 
strand, Cigrand,  Roulston  and  the  Presi- 
dent— 6. 

Nays — None. 

Director  Despres  stated  that  bids  had 
been  received  for  cleaning  the  carpets  in 
the  Directors'  room,  Librarian's  rooms 
and  the  Secretary's  rooms,  the  lowest  of 
which  was  eight  cents  per  yard,  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Dust  Removing  Company^ 
which  proposes  to  clean  the  carpets  on 
the  floors  with  their  vacuum  process,  the 
entire  expense  being  estimated  at  $50.00;. 
also,  that  the  elevator  cab  floors  at  the 
north  end  of  the  building  should  be  cov- 
ered, and  moved  that  the  Secretary  be 
authorized  to  have  the  carpets  cleaned 
and  the  floors  of  the  elevator  cabs  at  the 
north  end  of  the  building  covered  with 
linoleum. 

Carried. 
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NEW    BUSINESS. 

Director  Despres  presented  and  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution. 
The  motion  prevailed  unanimously. 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  adopted 
by  this  Board  at  its  last  regular  meeting 
held  September  n,  1905,  prescribing  the 
manner  of  conducting  the  election  of 
trustees  for  the  employes  pension  fund, 
be  amended  by  striking  out  beginning 
with  the  word  "that"  in  the  seventh  line* 
thereof  as  printed  in  the  second  column 
on  the  2iothpageof  the  minutes, and  end- 
ing with  the  word  "year"  in  the  twelfth 
line  thereof,  inserting  in  its  place  the 
words  "that  one  employe'  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  as  trustee  for  two  years;  that 
one  employe"  shall  be  elected  to  serve  as 
trustee  for  one  year;"  so  that  the  resolu- 
tion will  read : 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  trustees 
of  the  employe's  pension  fund  shall  be  by 
ballot,  which  ballots  shall  be  prepared 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee 
on  Administration  of  this  Board,  which 
shall  also  appoint  two  tellers  who  shall 
supervise  the  election ;  that  one  employ^ 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  as  trustee  for  two 
years ;  that  one  employe"  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  as  trustee  for  one  year ;  and  that 
the  Library  Director  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  serve  as  trustee 
for  one  year;  that  immediately  after  the 
election  the  ballots  shall  be  counted  and  a 
detailed  report  thereof,  together  with  all 
ballots  cast,  shall  be  delivered  by  the 
tellers  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Board,  who 
shall  declare  the  result  of  said  election  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Library 
Board. 

Director  Despres,  having  suggested  that 
the  name  of  Hiram  Kelly  and  others  who 
have  bequeathed  money  to  the  Public  Li- 
brary or  have  been  intimately  associated 
with  its  foundation,  be  commemorated  by 
the  Board  in  some  suitable  manner, 


Director  Lindstrand  moved  that  a 
Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  of 
which  Director  Despres  shall  be  Chair- 
man, to  take  the  suggestion  under  con- 
sideration and  report  to  the  Board  when 
ready. 

Carried. 

The  President  presented  an  opinion 
prepared  by  ex-Director  Colin  C.  H. 
Fyffe,  which  shows  a  clear  title  in  the 
Northern  Trust  Company,  trustee,  to  the 
lot  under  the  Brother  Jonathan  building, 
situated  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Jack- 
son boulevard  and  Sherman  street,  and 
stated  that  the  abstract  would  be  con- 
tinued to  show  the  title  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library. 
.  He,  also,  presented  the  following  re- 
solution, which  he  asked  the  Board  to 
adopt : 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Board 
that  the  moneys  bequeathed  to  The  Chi- 
cago Public  Library  by  the  late  Hiram 
Kelly  should  be  permanently  invested  in 
some  safe  income  producing  security ;  and 

Whereas,  In  a  decree  entered  in  his 
court  on  the  27th  day  of  July,  1905, 
Judge  Lockwood  Honore  authorized  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  The  Chicago  Public 
Library  to  invest  such  part  of  the  Kelly 
funds  as  it  shall  deem  best  in  the  lot  un- 
der what  is  known  as  the  Brother  Jona- 
than building  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Jackson  boulevard  and  Sherman  street,  in 
Chicago ;  and 

Whereas,  The  President  of  this  Board, 
with  the  consent  and  agreement  of  the 
other  members  thereof,  has  completed 
arrangements  for  the  purchase  of  said 
ground,  particularly  described  as  Lot  16, 
Block  98,  School  Section  Addition  to 
Chicago,  from  the  Northern  Trust  Com- 
pany, trustee  of  the  Hiram  Kelly  estate ; 
and 

Whereas,  An  opinion  has  been   filed 
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with  the  President  of  this  Board  by  ex- 
Director  Colin  C.  H.  Fyffe  showing  a 
clear  title  to  said  property ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and 
Secretary  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  of  this  Board  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  purchase  from  the  Northern  Trust 
Company,  trustee,  the  lot  under  the  build- 
ing known  as  the  Brother  Jonathan  build- 
ing, situated  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Jackson  boulevard  and  Sherman  street,  for 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  thous- 
and ($160,000)  dollars;  and  that  upon 
the  receipt  of  a  satisfactory  deed  they  be 
further  authorized  to  withdraw  from  the 
Northern  Trust  Company  bank  such 
funds  as  shall  be  necessary  to  make  such 


purchase  and  give  and  receive  such 
receipts  as  shall  be  required  to  complete 
the  transaction. 

Director  Despres  moved  that  the  fore- 
going resolution  be  adopted. 

Carried. 

Yeas — Directors  Lowe,  Despres,  Lind- 
strand,  Cigrand,  Roulston  and  the  Presi- 
dent—6.

REPORT    OF    OFFICERS. 

The  President  presented  and  read  the 
following  report : 

To  the     Board  of    Directors,    Chicago 
Public  Library: 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Board  at  last  meeting 
your  President  and  Secretary  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Finance  met 
the  officers  of  the  Northern  Trust  Com- 
pany in  their  offices  on  September  26th 
ult.,  to  consummate  the  purchase  of  the 
ground  under  the  building  known  as  the 
Brother  Jonathan  building,  situated  at 
the  southwest  corner  of  Jackson  boule- 
vard and  Sherman  street. 

Having  receipted  for  $80,000,  the 
Board's  interest  in  the  lot,  and  having 
received  the  deed,  which  had  first  been 
passed  upon  by  ex-Director  Colin  C.  H. 
Fyffe,  a  cashier's  check  for  $80,000,  the 
remainder  of  the  purchase  money,  was 
signed  in  favor  of  the  Northern  Trust 
Company  and  passed  to  Mr.  Miller,  its 
attorney,  thus  completing  the  transac- 
tion. 

The  deed  was  filed  for  record  the  same 
day  and  the  abstract  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  ex-Director  Fyffe,  who  will  file  a  sup- 
plementary opinion  with  the  Board. 

There  is  still  a  balance  of  about  $3,400 
due  the  Library  from  the  Hiram  Kelly 
bequest,  which  will  be  received  at  the 


final    settlement    about    November     ist 
next.

amount  up  to  $20,000.

those  mentioned  have  held,  meetings  in 
said  rooms,  and  mo'ved  that  the  Secretary 
communicate  with  the  proper  officers  of 
the  Grand  Army  Hall  and  Memorial  As- 
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sociation  of  Illinois  and  ask  them  to  meet 
the  President  and  Vice- President  of  this 
Board,  in  reference  thereto.

MEMORIAL    MINUTE, 

Adolph  Moses  was  an  active  member 
of  this  Board  two  full  terms,  from  July, 
1882,  to  June,  1888.  Being  a  lawyer, 
the  analytical  turn  of  his  mind  caused 
him  to  be  interested  in  all  the  details  of 
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library  work.  He  was  seldom  absent 
from  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  was 
usually  careful  to  report  promptly  upon 
matters  referred  to  him.  His  education 
and  thorough  knowledge  of  books  made 
him  a  capable  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Library,  which  position  he 
held  for  two  years.  As  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Future  Library  Building 
he  was  deeply-  interested,  and  visited 
Washington,  D.  C.,  with  a  Special  Com- 
mittee bearing  a  bill  authorizing  the 
transfer  of  Dearborn  Park  to  the  City  of 
Chicago  for  a  public  library  site. 

The  personal  character  of  Mr.  Moses 
was  above  reproach.  He  was  gentle  and 
kind  and  just,  always  interested  in  those 
about  him  and  ready  to  lend  a  helping 
hand  to  those  in  need.  His  relations 
with  his  fellow  members  of  the  Library 
Board  were  pleasant  and  he  had  a  cor- 
dial greeting  for  the  Library  attendants, 
who  claimed  him  as  their  friend. 


Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Adolph 
Moses  the  Public  Library  has  los|  a  valu- 
able friend,  the  city  an  honored  and  dis- 
tinguished citizen  and  his  family  a  loving 
husband  and  father. 

Resolved,  That  the  Public  Library 
Board  extend  its  sincere  sympathy  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased  in  its  great  sorrow. 

Resolved,  That  this  minute  and  resolu- 
tions be  entered  upon  the  records  of  this 
Board  and  that  a  copy,  be  sent  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  the  me- 
morial minute  be  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote.

"Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  formally  report 
that  on  Friday,  the  29th  ult.,  the  de- 
murrer filed  by  the  County  of  Cook  to 
the  bill  of  complaint  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago, on  behalf  of  the  Public  Library, 
was  taken  up  and  argued  before  Judge 
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Mack.  This  is  the  case  in  which  the 
City  seeks  to  procure  an  adjudication 
upon  the  question  whether  the  County 
Clerk  is  entitled  to  reserve  two  cents 
for  each  item  in  extending  the  Library 
tax.  Judge  Mack  declared  himself 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  position  taken  by 
the  City :  that  the  Public  Library  is  not 
an  "authority"  in  such  sense  as  would 
permit  the  retention  by  the  County  of  a 
fee  for  the  extension  of  the  Library  tax. 
As,  however,  the  fee  had  been  withheld 
ever  since  the  Library  was  founded,  and 
as  no  protest  had  been  made  until  very 
recent  years,  the  Court  declined  now  to 
sustain  the  bill.  This  does  not  at  all 
affect  the  case  in  the  upper  court.  I 
mean,  that  while  a  lower  court  might  be 
justified  in  refusing  to  disturb  a  state  of 
affairs  which  had  lasted  so  long  a  period, 
the  Supreme  Court  would  not  be  likely  to 
accept  a  long-continued  method  of  trans- 
acting business  in  place  of  its  own  inter- 
pretation of  the  Statute.  Hence,  I  be- 
lieve that  the  case  should  be  taken  up  on 
appeal.  I  am  now  in  communication  on 
the  same  subject  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  Very  truly  yours,

GROUNDS. 

Director  Despres,  Chairman,  stated 
that  the  chief  engineer  desired  authority 
to  sell  two  small  steam  pumps,  four  brass 
water  meters  and  three  iron  water  meters ; 
these  articles  having  been  part  of  the 
original  installation  of  the  heating  and 
lighting  plant  of  the  building,  but  which 
were  disconnected  and  put  out  of  service 
because  they  were  useless  and  superfluous. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be 
given  authority  to  sell  the  apparatus  re- 
ferred to. 

Carried. 

Director  Despres  read  the  following 
report : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — On  September  25,  1905, 
your  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 
was  authorized  to  advertise  for  a  lighting 
plant  for  the  Blackstone  Memorial  branch 
library.  This  action  was  taken  on  ac- 
count of  what  seemed  an  excessive  charge 
for  current  by  the  Commonwealth  Elec- 
tric Company.  In  accordance  with  this 
authority  your  Committee  caused  specifi- 
cations to  be  prepared  for  such  lighting 
plant,  and  public  bids  were  invited  which 
were  received  and  opened  December  i, 
1905,  and  were  as  follows: 
Peoples  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co.,

The  chief  engineer  of  the  Board  spent 
several  weeks  in  carefully  examining  the 
various  types  of  engines  and  dynamos 
offered  and  finally  decided  that  the  best 
installation  would  be  a  two  unit,  two 
cylinder  direct  connected  plant.  The 
bids  above  are  for  a  belt  connected  plant 
and  are  from  $300  to  $500  less  than  they 
would  be  for  a  direct  connected  plant, 
hence  the  estimates  of  your  Committee 
were  based  on  a  cost  of  $3,500. 

The  Peoples  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co. 
agrees  to  furnish  natural  gas  for  the  use 
of  this  plant  at  50  cents  per  thousand  feet 
as  long  as  such  gas  is  available  and  arti- 
ficial gas  at  $1.00  per  thousand  feet  when 
natural  gas  cannot  be  furnished. 

Your  Committee  bases  its  estimate 
upon  artificial  gas,  inasmuch  as  the  amount 
of  natural  gas  brought  to  the  city  dimin- 
ishes year  by  year.  Taking  this  item  of 
expense  and  items  for  lubricants  and  re- 
pairs and  lamp  renewals  your  Committee 
finds  that  the  expense  of  maintaining  this 
plant  per  annum,  to  consist  of  two  units 
as  above  described,  to  be  as  follows :

Interest  (5  per  cent,  on  $3,500)       175.00

Total  cost  per  annum $1,125.00 

Your  Committee  estimates  that  the  cost 
of  current  furnished  by  the  Common- 
wealth Electric  Company  will  not  exceed 
$1,200  per  annum,  in  which  case  there 
would  be  a  saving  of  only  $75  a  year. 
This  saving  your  Committee  does  not 


consider  sufficient  to  warrant  the  installa- 
tion at  the  present  time  of  a  lighting 
plant  for  the  Blackstone  branch  library. 
Your  Committee  recommends  that  all 
bids  received  be  rejected  and  that  the 
Secretary  be  requested  to  return  all  de- 
posits made  with  said  bids.

Director  Despres,  also,  stated  that  it 
was  desirable  to  fit  up  the  new  branch 
reading  room  to  be  opened  at  Lewis  In- 
stitute whh  new  furniture  and  fixtures  and 
moved  that  $1,500  be  appropriated  for 
such  furniture,  including  two  catalog 
cases  for  the  main  Library.

consideration  to  the  matter  it  was  unani- 
mous in  its  opinion  that  the  question  of 
acquiring  the  Ravenswood  Historical 
Society  building  is  not  practicable  nor 
feasible  and  would  therefore  recommend 
that  the  communication  be  placed  on  file.

Your  Committee  would  report  a  steady 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Li- 
brary's finances.  During  the  past  year 
there  were  a  number  of  unusual  expendi- 
tures— the  purchase  of  three  antomobiles, 
the  building  of  an  automobile  house,  the 
cleaning  and  redecorating  of  the  building 
and  the  construction  of  two  steel  news- 
paper stacks,  aggregating  about  $15,000. 
Notwithstanding  this,  there  was  a  saving 
of  approximately  $14,731.88,  making  the 
surplus  January  i,  1906,  about  $170,- 
526.20. 


The  total  amount  of  anticipation  time 
warrants  sold  against  the  tax  levy  of  1 905 
was  $59,300  as  against  $120,000  sold 
the  previous  year.  There  is  cash  in  the 
city  treasury  sufficient  to  pay  the  current 
bills  for  December,  1905,  but  short  time 
anticipation  time  warrants  against  the  tax 
levy  of  1905  will  have  to  be  sold  to  pay 
the  salaries  and  expenses  for  January, 
February  and  possibly  for  March,  1906. 
These  warrants  will  probably  be  redeemed 
within  five  months  from  the  date  of  sale. 

The  amount  asked  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Library  for  ,the  year  1905,  was 
$450,000.  The  Finance  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  insisted  on  reducing 
these  figures  to  $400,000.  This  reduc- 
tion has  cost  the  Library  about  $5,200, 
inasmuch  as  the  total  valuation  of  the 
city  proved  to  be  $407,991,625. 

As  the  foregoing  estimates  show,  your 
Committee  has  asked  for  $425,000  so 
that  the  Library  may  take  advantage  of 
any  increase  in  the  total  assessment  for 
the  current  year  up  to  that  amount.

NEW  BUSINESS. 

By  consent  Director  Bowers  introduced 
Prof.  Graham  Taylor  to  the  Board  who 
spoke  briefly  stating  that  himself  and 
Director  Bowers  were  appointed  a  sub- 
committee of  the  commission  appointed 
by  his  Honor,  Mayor  Dunne,  to  investi- 
gate the  relations  between  the  libraries, 
the  schools,  the  museums  and  the  art  in- 
stitutes and  galleries  of  the  city. 

Prof.  Taylor  stated  that  the  object  of 
the  commission  was  to  ascertain  whether 
some  plans  of  co-operation  might  not  be 
devised  whereby  the  various  institutions 
mentioned  would  be  benefited  by  closer 
touch  and  communication  with  each  other 
and  with  the  public  and  desired  leave  to 
have  a  further  and  more  extended  confer- 
ence with  the  Board  at  an  early  day. 

Director  Bowers,  also,  made  a  few  re- 
marks of  similar  purport. 

The  President  stated  that  unless  there 
was  objection  an  opportunity  would  be 
granted  for  a  further  conference  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

There  being  no  objection,  it  was  un- 
derstood that  Prof.  Taylor  and  other 
interested  parties  would  appear  before 
the  Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting. 

Prof.  Taylor  then  retired  from  the 
room. 


The  President  reported,  informally,  that 
he  had  received  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Lenora 
A.  Hamlin,  director  of  the  Municipal 
museum,  stating  that  the  trustees  of  that 
institution  was  soon  to  have  a  meeting  to 
consider  the  communication  from  this 
Board  relative  to  damages  to  the  floor  of 
the  room  off  the  Directors'  room  in  the 
Public  Library  building,  and  he  had  stated 
that  the  Library  Board  would  accept  $75 
from  the  trustees  of  the  Municipal  museum 
in  full  for  all  damages  to  said  floor. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board 
the  following  Memorial  minute,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising 
vote: 

The  Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  have  learned  with  deep  regret 
of  the  death  of  Mr.  George  J.  Brine,  who 
was  a  member  of  this  Board  from  De- 
cember, 1885,  until  May,  1887.  During 
the  last  nine  months  of  this  period  he  was 
President,  and  upon  his  retirement  a 
testimonial  minute  which  was  spread  upon 
the  records  shows  the  high  appreciation 
in  which  he  was  held  by  his  fellow  mem- 
bers. In  the  death  of  Mr.  Brine  the 
community  has  lost  a  citizen  of  high 
character,  who  in  all  his  business  rela- 
tions commanded  the  regard  and  respect 
of  his  fellow-men. 

Resolved,  That  this  memorial  minute

harmony  with  the  wishes  of  that  body.

Director  Eckhart,  Chairman,  presented 
the  following  letter  received  by  him  from 
ex-Director  Fyffe: 

Chicago,  Jan.  15,  1906. 
Hon.  John  W.  Eckhart, 

Public  Library  Board, 

Chicago,  Illinois. 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  your  favor  of  the 
1 3th  inst.,  on  the  subject  of  an  appeal 
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from  Judge  Mack's  opinion  in  the  case 
of  the  City  of  Chicago  vs.  the  County  of 
Cook,  in  which  a  bill  was  filed  by  the 
City  for  an  accounting  from  the  County 
of  the  moneys  retained  by  the  County 
Collector  for  the  spreading  of  the  taxes  of 
the  Public  Library.  Judge  Mack  himself 
said  that  he  considered  our  position  well 
taken.  He  used  the  phrase,  "I  am 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  complainant's 
point  that  the  Public  Library  is  not  an 
'authority'  under  the  Statute."  His  de- 
cision was  rested  entirely  on  the  ground 
that  the  course  of  dealing  between  the 
City  and  the  County  Clerk  or  County  Col 
lector  since  the  foundation  of  the  Library 
amounted  to  an  acquiescence  by  the  City 
in  the  County's  position,  On  the  merits, 
however,  he  was  definitely  with  our  con- 
tention. There  is  now  involved  in  the 
case  not  $12,000,  as  was  formerly  the 
case,  but  $18,000  per  annum,  owing  to 
the  effect  of  the  Act  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature.  At  4  per  cent, 
this  is  equivalent  to  $450,000,  which  we 
have  a  fair  chance,  I  should  say  more 
than  an  even  chance,  of  winning.  The 
expense  will  not  be  much.  I  have  not 
finally  decided  whether  the  appeal  should 
be  taken  direct  to  the  Supreme  Court  or 
through  the  Appellate  Court.  This  mat- 
ter rests  in  doubt  and  I  may  find  it  nec- 
essary to  take  two  appeals  in  order  to 
save  the  point.  The  cost  of  the  appeal 
would  be  roughly  estimated  as  follows: 

Fees  of  Clerk  of  Court $30.00 

Printing  brief  and  abstract 40.00 

If  an  appeal  had  to  be  taken  through 
the  Appellate  Court  to  the  Supreme 
Court  this  expense  might  be  counted 
double.  The  very  outside,  I  should  say, 
of  the  costs  would  be  $200. 

Please  permit  me  to  suggest  that  I  see 
no  reason  why  these  costs  should  not  be 
borne  by  the  appropriation  for  the  corpo- 
ration counsel's  office.  He  has  technical 
charge  of  the  litigation. 


If  you  have  in  mind  in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  outlay  of  money  in  the  case  the 
question  of  fees,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  Li- 
brary Board  is  very  welcome  to  my 
services  in  the  matter.  The  matter  is  one 
in  which,  as  you  know.  I  have  been  in- 
terested since  I  gave  the  first  opinion  on 
the  subject  in  the  corporation  counsel's 
office  three  or  four  years  ago.  I  am  very 
willing  to  see  the  matter  through  without 
compensation  for  the  services  rendered.

Director  Despres,  Chairman,  presented 
md  read  the  following  report : 

To  the  President  and  Hoard  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Huild- 
ngs  and  Grounds,  to  which  was  re- 
:erred  the  question  of  opening  a  branch 
•eading  room  in  one  of  the  public  school 
buildings,  with  instructions  to  confer 
jpon  the  subject  with  a  similar  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Education,  begs  to 
report  that  upon  the  invitation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds  of  that 
Board  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  Com- 
mittees was  held  in  a  room  of  the  Board 
of  Education  in  the  Tribune  building  on 
Friday,  March  9th  inst. ,  at  2 130  o'clock 
p.  m. 

Your  Committee  laid  before  the  joint 
meeting  the  action  of  this  Board  four 
years  ago  in  voting  to  open  two  reading 
rooms  in  school  buildings  in  accordance 
with  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 


tion at  its  meeting  held  October  2,  1901  ; 
that  soon  after  this  action  a  policy  of  re- 
trenchment in  the  expenses  of  the  Library 
Board  prevented  the  opening  of  said 
rooms,  and  further  stated  that  the  Li- 
brary Board  was  now  in  position  to  open 
one  branch  reading  room  in  such  school 
building  as  the  Board  of  Education  might 
designate,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
its  value  as  an  aid  in  the  work  of  the 
public  schools. 

Trustee  Duddleston,  who  acted  as 
Chairman  of  the  joint  committee,  stated 
that  the  attorney  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion had  been  asked  to  furnish  an  opinion 
as  to  the  legal  right  of  that  Board  to  open 
a  room  in  a  school  building  for  the  use  of 
a  public  reading  room  and  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  heat,  light  and  janitor  service  in 
connection  therewith,  and  asked  that  the 
opinion  be  read. 

The  opinion  was  then  read  and  is  as 
follows: 

"March  2,  1906. 

"To  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  the  City  of  Chicago : 

"Under  date  of  February  19,  1906, 
Mr.  John  A.  Guilford,  business  manager 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  addressed  a 
communication  to  me  stating  that  at  your 
meeting  held  on  February  16,  1906,  a 
communication  was  received  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  submitting  com- 
munications from  Mr.  Wickersham  and 
Mr.  Graham  Taylor,  with  reference  to 
certain  action  to  be  taken  for  the  benefit 
of  blind  people.  Copies  of  the  communi- 
cations from  Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Wick- 
ersham have  been  furnished  me. 

"Mr.  Taylor  asks  that  the  Board  of 
Education  appoint  a  committee  of  two  to 
confer  with  a  similar  committee  from  the 
Public  Library  Board  and  one  member  of 
the  commission  represented  by  him,  for 
the  purpose,  first,  of  inquiring  and  ad- 
vising both  Boards  with  regard  to  what 
feasible  arrangement  may  be  made  for 
the  transportation  of  Public  Library  books

to  and  from  public  school  buildings,  and. 
second,  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
opening  rooms  in  certain  school  buildings 
for  library  use  and  reading  centers. 

"There  can  be  no  objection  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  this  committee.  The  Board 
of  Education  would  have  the  power  to 
expend  school  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
transporting  library  books  to  and  from 
school  buildings,  provided  such  books 
were  taken  to  the  school  buildings  for  the 
use  of  pupils ;  otherwise,  not.  The  Hoard 
of  Education  has  no  power  to  expend 
school  funds  for.  the  purpose  of  opening 
and  keeping  rooms  in  school  buildings  to 
be  used  as  sub-libraries  or  reading  rooms 
for  the  general  public. 

"Mr.  Wickersham,  in  his  communica- 
tion, states  that  the  Public  Library  Hoard 
would  supply  the  books,  furniture  and  an 
attendant  for  rooms  to  be  opened  in 
school  buildings,  it  being  understood  by 
the  Library  Board  that  the  room.  heat, 
light  and  janitor  service  be  furnished  by 
the  Board  of  Education. 

"The  Board  of  Education  has  no 
power  to  expend  school  funds  for  this 
purpose. 

"Mr.  Wickersham.  also,  states  that 
the  Public  Library  Hoard  received  a  com- 
munication from  the  'Social  and  Mutual 
Advancement  Society  of  the  Blind  of  Chi- 
cago,' requesting  the  Library  Board  to 
employ  one  or  more  blind  persons  to 
look  up  and  visit  other  blind  people  of 
the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  them 
how  to  read  and  to  collect  such  informa- 
tion relative  to  their  occupations  and  ca- 
pabilities as  shall  be  of  service  to  those 
who  are  endeavoring  to  find  profitable 
employment  for  the  able-bodied  blind, 
and  that  he  (Mr.  Wickersham)  was  in- 
structed by  the  Library  Board  to  request 
the  Board  of  Education  to  appoint  a  simi- 
lar committee  to  meet  the  special  commit- 
tee on  this  subject. 

"The  object  sought  to  be  obtained,  while 
very  laudable,  is  outside  the  province  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and,  whilst  there 


could  be  no  objection  to  appointing  a 
committee,  the  Hoard  of  Education  could 
not  spend  any  of  the  school  funds  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  into  effect  any  plans 
devised  by  such  committee. 
"Yours  very  truly, 

"(Signed)  James  Maher. " 

At  the  close  of  the  reading  the  Chair- 
man stated  that  the  Hoard  of  Education 
would  follow  the  opinion  of  its  attorney 
and  consequently  the  question  of  opening 
branch  reading  rooms  in  public  school 
buildings  must  be  decided  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

Regretting  exceedingly  thai  the  powers 
of  the  school  board  should  not  be  con- 
strued as  broad  enough  to  cover  the 
opening  of  the  branch  reading  room  under 
consideration,  your  Committee  recom- 
mends that  no  further  steps  be  taken  in 
the  matter  at  this  time. 

In  the  matter  of  re-renting  rooms  for 
branch  reading  rooms  for  the  year  begin- 
ning May  t,  1906,  your  Committee 
would  recommend  that  the  Secretary  be 
authorized  to  renew  the  leases  at  the  fol- 
lowing locations  at  the  prices  paid  last 
year: 

No.  i.      1202    Milwaukee  avenue,    in 
eluding  steam  heat,  at  $65.00  per  month. 

No.  3.  226  E.  North  avenue  at  $60.00 
per  month. 

No.  4.  543  Blue  Island  avenue,  in- 
ciuding  steam  heat,  at  $65.00  per  month. 

No.  5.  21  Blue  Island  avenue,  in- 
cluding steam  heat  and  electric  light,  at 
$60.00  per  month. 

Further  time  is  desired  in  the  matter 
of  renewing  the  lease  at  3841  Stale 
street. 

Your  'Committee  begs  to  report  that 
bids  were  invited  by  it  for  placing  liability 
policies  upon  the  Library  building  and 
upon  the  automobiles  in  the  Library 
service.  Believing  that  it  might  be  more 
economical  to  have  policies  run  for  three 
years  than  for  one  year,  your  Committee 
requested  proposals  in  both  ways. 

The  bids  based  on  one  year  for  a  gen^ 
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eral  liability  policy  ranged  from  $366.80 
to  $434.00,  and  for  an  automobile  policy 
from  $200.00  to  $300  oo. 

On  a  three  year  basis  the  bids  ranged 
from  $987.35  to  $i,  171.80  for  a  general 
liability  and  from  $540.00  to  $810.00  for 
an  automobile  policy.  Taking  the  low- 
est bids  for  comparison  the  saving  on 
the  three  year  term  is  1 13.05. 

Your  Committee  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  the  proposal  of  N. 
E.  Hammer  to  place  in  the  Frankfort 
Marine  Accident  &  Plate  Glass  Insurance 
Company  a  general  liability  policy  on  the 
Library  building  to  indemnify  the  Board 
against  loss  not  exceeding  in  any  case 
$5,000  in  respect  of  any  one  person,  nor 
$10,000  in  respect  of  any  one  accident 
wherein  several  persons  may  be  included, 
for  the  sum  of  $987.35.  divided  into  pay- 
ments of  $394.95  for  the  first  year, 
$296.20  the  second  year  and  $296.20  the 
third  year,  be  accepted. 

Also,  that  his  proposal  to  place  a  lia- 
bility policy  on  the  four  automobiles  op- 
erated in  the  delivery  station  service,  in 
the  same  Company,  covering  the  same 
limits  for  $540,  divided  into  payments  of  . 
$216  for  the  first  year,  $162  for  the 
second  year  and  $162  for  the  third  year, 
be  accepted ;  said  policies  to  run  for  three 
years  from  noon,  March  14,  1906. 

Your  Committee  would  also  report  that 
since  May  i,  1904,  to  date,  thirty-four 
plate  glass  lights  have  been  broken  in  the 
Library  building,  a  large  number  of 
which  are  minor  fractures  at  the  corners 
of  the  plates.  Of  this  number  seven 
have  been  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $155.45. 
and  twelve  more  should  be  replaced  at 
an  early  day. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  five  lights 
which  were  broken  some  years  ago,  while 
there  was  no  insurance  on  the  glass,  and 
never  replaced,  which  makes  the  total 
number  of  lights  broken  and  not  re- 
placed, thirty-two. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  bids  be  obtained  for  replacing  twelve 


lights  which  are  now  in  a  dangerous  or 
unsightly  condition. 

Also,  that  bids  be  obtained  for  a  policy 
on  the  plate  glass  lights   in   the  Library 
building  for  one  year  and  for  three  years.

Director  Cigrand,  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred 
the  communication  of  the  "Social  and 
Mutual  Advancement  Society  of  the 
Blind  of  Chicago"  reported  that  he  had 
taken  up  the  matter  with  Mr.  Cooley, 
superintendent  of  the  public  schools, 
and  asked  further  time. 

Further  time  was  granted. 

NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  President  stated  that  the  opening 
meeting  of  the  National  Tuberculosis 
Society  will  occur  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Municipal  Museum,  on  Monday  evening, 
April  2,  1 906;  that  the  managers  of  the 
meeting  requested  that  a  member  of  the 
Library  Board  should  appear  among  the 
speakers  on  that  occasion,  and  that  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Board  he  would 
appoint  Director  Cigrand  to  speak  at  that 
time. 

The  appointment  was  unanimously 
concurred  in. 

Director  Despres  called  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  the  newspaper  reports 
that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  had 
adopted  a  maximum  age  for  the  exami- 
nation of  applicants  for  the  police  depart- 
ment and  stated  that  if  the  Civil  Service 
law  would  permit  an  age  limit  for  that 
-department  it  ought  to  permit  a  maxi- 


mum limit  for  the  examination  of  appli- 
cants for  the  Library  service.

Director  Cigrand  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  de- 
vise, design  and  describe  a  seal  and 
book-plate  to  be  used  as  the  official  seal 
and  book-plate  of  The  Chicago  Public 
Library.

MEMORIAL  MINUTE. 

Berthold  Loewenthal  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Library  Board  in  Decem- 
ber, 1875,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Thomas  Hoyne.  He  was  reappointed 
and  served  as  a  member  of  this  Board 
two  full  terms,  a  part  of  the  time  as  its 
President. 

Mr.  Loewenthal's  services  as  a  mem- 
ber and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  were  extremely  valuable  at  a 
time  when  it  was  a  veritable  struggle  to 
keep  the  finances  of  the  Library  at  a  point 
that  would  insure  a  steady  growth.  He 
was  a  valuable  member,  also,  of  the 
Committee  which  endeavored  to  secure 
for  a  building  site  the  corner  then  cov- 
ered by  the  old  postoffice  building,  and 
now  occupied  by  the  First  National  Bank. 

He  was  a  careful, conservative  man,  but 
alive  to  all  proper  schemes  for  advancing 
the  interests  of  the  Library.  In  his  pass- 
ing, the  community  has  lost  a  good  man 
and  a  public-spirited  citizen. 

Resolved,  That 'this  minute  be   spread 
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upon  the  records  of  the  Board  and  that  a 
copy  be  sent  to  the  widow  of  the  de- 
ceased.

That  comparison  of  the  bid&  for  replac- 
ing all  the  lights  broken  the  past  two 
years  with  the  lowest  bid  for  a  three 
years  policy  shows  there  would  be  practi- 
cally no  difference  in  cost  to  the  Library 
between  insuring  the  glass  and  carrying 
the  risk  itself,  and  the  Committee  would, 
therefore,  recommend  that  all  bids  for  in- 
suring plate  glass  be  rejected  and  that 
the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  have  the 
lights  which  require  immediate  attention 
replaced  by  Tyler  &  Hippach  upon  their 
bid  of  $250. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  be  concurred 
in.

"The  Museum   has  justified  its  exist-

Director  Bowers  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  May  14,  1906,  to  confer 
with  the  officers  of  the  Municipal  Museum 
relative  to  their  request  for  a  continuation 
of  the  use  of  certain  rooms  in  the  Library 
building,  presented  the  following  report : 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Chicago  Public  Library: 

Gentlemen:  Your  Special  Committee 
to  which  was  referred  the  communica- 


tion from  Geo.  E.  Vincent,  President  of 
the  Municipal  Museum  of  Chicago,  ask- 
ing in  behalf  of  the  Museum  for  an  ex- 
tension of  the  permit  to  occupy  certain 
rooms  in  the  Public  Library  building  for 
at  least  another  18  months,  begs  leave 
to  report  that  it  has  met  the  officials 
of  the  Museum  and  after  duly  consider- 
ing the  matter  begs  leave  to  make  the 
following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the   Municipal  Museum   au- 
thorities be  granted  permission  to  occupy 
the  room  known  on  the  key  plan  as  Room 
4,    Reading    Room    floor,    until   May  I, 
1907,   unless    requested    to    vacate    the 
same  on  90  days'  notice  from  the  Board, 
and   that  they  be  required  upon  vacating 
it  to  put  it  in  the  same  condition  in  which 
it  was  when  they  took  possession  of  the 
room. 

2.  That  the  Municipal  Museum   au- 
thorities be  required  to  vacate  and  put  in 
the  condition  in  which    it  was  when  they 
took   possession  of   it,   within   60   days, 
Room  i,  Reading  Room  floor,  being  the 
room  immediately   below  the    Directors' 
room.     Your   Committee  finds  that  this 
room    will   be   needed   for   Library   pur- 
poses during  the  coming  Library  year. 

3.  That  the    Municipal  Museum  au- 
thorities be  required   to  defray  one-half 
the  cost  of  repairing  and  redecorating  the 
room    adjoining    the     Directors'    Room 
which  was  occupied  part  of  the  time  by 
the    Museum    during    the  past   year,  in 
order  to  put  the  same  in  condition  to  be 
used  for  Library  purposes.

istence. 

The  President  requested  the  Secretary 
to  notify  the  members  of  this  Committee 
that  they  still  stand  appointed  for  this 
service  and  that  they  are  requested  to  re- 
port at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  Secretary  reported,  informally, 
that  at  the  suggestion  of  a  member  of  the 
Board  he  had  had  an  examination  made 
into  the  financial  standing  of  the  various 
insurance  companies  whose  policies  cover 
the  property  of  the  Library  Board,  and 
that  a  favorable  report  had  been  made 
upon  all  the  companies  in  the  list,  except 
the  Traders,  which  had  gone  into  the 
hands  of  a  receiver. 

Director  Bowers  stated  that  the  twen- 
ty-eighth annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Library  Association  will  be  held  at  Nar- 
raganset  Pier,  R.  I.,  beginning  June  29, 
1906,  and  that  the  Board  had  been  in- 
vited to  -attend  said  meeting ;  that  as  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  Board  to  ac- 
cept the  invitation  he  would  move  that 
the  Librarian  be  appointed  to  represent 


the  Board  at  that  time  and  that  the  ex- 
penses of  his  trip  be  paid  by  the  Library. 

Carried.

Director  Bowers  stated  that  the  sub- 
committee of  the  Chicago  Charter  Con- 
vention having  in  charge  the  recommen- 
dations for  a  system  of  taxation  and 
revenue  for  the  city,  would  meet  on  Fri- 
day afternoon  the  8th  inst.,  at  three 
o'clock,  and  moved  that  a  Special  Com- 
mittee be  appointed,  consisting  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
the  Secretary,  which  shall  attend  the 
meeting  of  said  sub-committee  and  urge 
the  necessity  of  making  such  adequate 
and  certain  provision  for  revenue  for  the 
Public  Library  as  shall  enable  it  to  ex- 
pand in  its  work  and  so  to  keep  pace 
with  the  growth  of  the  city  and  the  needs 
of  its  people. 

Carried. 

Director  Bowers  moved  that  the  action 
of  the  Board  on  April  23,  1906,  fixing 
the  hours  for  keeping  branch  reading 
rooms  open  and  arranging  for  assistants 
therein,  be  rescinded  and  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  hours  for  opening  and  closing 
these  rooms  and  assistants  therefor  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Administra- 
tion, which  shall  use  its  discretion  in 
these  matters,  reporting  its  action  to  the 
Board. 

On  motion  of  Director  Cigrand,  the 
Board  adjourned.

On  motion  of  Director  Despres,  the 
minutes  of  the  regular  meeting  of  May  28, 
and  of  the  adjourned  regular  meeting  of 
May  31,  and  of  the  adjourned  regular 
meeting  held  June  6,  1906,  were  approved 
as  recorded  and  printed,  without  being 
read. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived through  the  President :

"Dear  Sir: — The  opinion  concerning 
fines   and   pension  fund    written   by  me 


some  time  ago  was  addressed  to  Chair- 
man Bennett  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
I  presume  it  is  in  his  possession.  I  en- 
close a  copy  of  same  for  your  information.

"Dear  Sir: — I  have  had  in  my  pos- 
session for  some  time  several  communica- 
tions and  other  papers  relating  to  the 
'Public  Library  Pension  Fund,'  which 
were  referred  to  me  for  an  opinion,  and 
which  I  return  herewith. 

"Although  no  direct  question  was 
asked  of  this  department,  I  infer,  from 
the  nature  of  the  documents  and  from 
conversations  I  have  had  with  members  of 
the  Library  Board  and  persons  represent- 
ing them,  that  the  point  in  doubt  was  the 
validity  of  a  resolution  setting  aside  for 
the  benefit  of  the  pension  fund  one-half 
of  the  moneys  received  from  book-bor- 
rowers as  fines  for  retaining  books  beyond 
the  limit  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the 
Library. 
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"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  within 
the  power  of  the  Library  Board  to  do 
this. 

"The  original  act  gave  the  Board  pow- 
er to  make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  own  guidance 
and  for  the  government  of  the  Library 
and  reading  room  as  may  be  expedient, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  act. 

"In  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in 
them  the  Library  Board  adopted  a  regula- 
tion imposing  these  fines  on  book-borrow- 
ers in  case  they  retain  books  beyond  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  rules.  While 
there  is  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  such 
a  regulation  comes  precisely  within  the 
powers  of  the  Board,  nevertheless  the 
book-borrowers  are  not  in  a  position  to 
contest  the  validity  of  same,  since  they 
have  accepted  it  as  binding  on  them  by  the 
agreements  they  made  when  they  were 
entered  on  the  lists.  The  privilege  of  bor- 
rowing books  is  in  fact  a  license,  and 
they  are  bound  by  the  terms  thereof.  In 
any  event,  the  regulation  has  not  been 
questioned  or  attacked  in  the  courts,  and 
if  it  should  be  attacked  it  is  quite  likely 
that  it  would  be  viewed  as  a  reasonable 
regulation  within  the  act.  The  money 
thus  collected  is  merely  incidental  to  the 
government  of  the  Library  and  it  is  en- 
tirely within  the  discretion  of  the  Library 
Board  to  discontinue  the  fines  if  it  sees  fit. 

"This  department  held,  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  the  Pension  Act,  that  the 
moneys  collected  in  this  way  should  be 
deposited  in  the  City  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  Library  Fund.  The  Pension 
Act,  however,  authorizes  the  Library 
Board  to  set  aside  for  the  purposes  of  the 
pension  fund,  besides  a  portion  of  the 
wages  of  the  employe's  voluntarily  con- 
tributed, 'such  other  moneys  derived 
from  miscellaneous  sources  as  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  determine.' 

"Since  the  original  act  provides  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Library  by  taxation, 
the  money  collected  from  fines  comes 
clearly  within  the  miscellaneous  receipts 


which  the  Pension  Act  recognizes.     This 
being   so,  it  follows  that  it  is  within  the 
power  of   the   Library  Board    to  divert  a 
portion  of  same  to  the  pension  fund.

He,  also,  stated  that  a  notice  had  been 
received  from  the  Board  of  Local  Im- 
provements to  the  effect  that  said  Board 
had  passed  a  resolution  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Randolph  street  from  the  east 
line  of  the  street  railway  right  of  way  on 
State  street  to  the  west  line  of  Michigan 
avenue ;  that  said  resolution  provided  for 
a  granite  concrete  gutter  on  cinders  to 
cost  40  cents  per  linear  foot,  and  asphalt 
on  six-inch  Portland  cement  concrete, 
swept  with  natural  hydraulic  cement  at 


$4. 50  per  square  yard ;  that  the  amount 
to  be  assessed  against  the  Public  Library 
building  site  would  be, roughly,  $1,356.36, 
to  be  paid  in  five  annual  installments, with 
interest  thereon,  and  that  Wednesday, 
the  27th  day  of  June,  inst.,  had  been  fixed 
upon  by  said  Board  of  Local  Improve- 
ments for  public  consideration  of  said 
improvement. 

Director  Lowe  moved  that  the  Board 
make  a  vigorous  protest  against  the 
asphalt  on  Randolph  street,  on  the 
ground  that  the  present  granite  block 
pavement  is  in  good  condition  and  that, 
therefore,  the  improvement  proposed  is 
unnecessary. 

Carried. 

Director  Novak  moved  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be  re- 
quested to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Local  Improvements  on  the  27th 
inst.  and  present  the  protests  of  the 
Board  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of 
the  foregoing  motion.

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  City 
Council  passed  an  ordinance  at  its  last 
meeting  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  to  issue  warrants  against  and  in 
anticipation  of  the  taxes  already  levied  by 
the  City  of  Chicago  for  the  payment  of 
ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Public  Library  for  the  current  year;  that 
the  Library  will  need  at  the  end  of  the 
current  month  about  $5,000,  in  addition 
to  what  is  now  on  hand,  with  which  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  employe's  for  the 
current  month  of  June,  and  asked  the 
Board  to  pass  the  following  resolution : 
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Whereas,  The  City  Council  at  its 
meeting  on  June  i8th  inst.,  did,  by  ordi- 
nance, authorize  the  Mayor  and  City 
Comptroller,  upon  the  request  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  Board,  to  issue 
warrants  against  and  in  anticipation  of 
the  taxes  already  levied  by  the  City  of 
Chicago  for  the  payment  of  ordinary  and 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Public  Library 
of  said  city  for  the  year  1906,  to  the 
extent  of  75  per  cent,  of  the  total  amount 
of  said  tax  levy,  and 

Whereas,  It  will  be  necessary  to  issue 
a  portion  of  s^aid  warrants  by  July  ist  in 
order  to  pay  the  Public  Library  pay  rolls 
promptly,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  and  City 
Comptroller  be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quested to  issue  on  July  ist  next  antici- 
pation warrants  in  the  amount  of  $5,000, 
and  to  issue  additional  warrants  as  the 
needs  of  the  Library  may  require  upon 
the  request  "of  the  Secretary  of  the  Li- 
brary Board,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$42,500. 

Director  Despres  moved  that  the  reso- 
lution be  adopted. 

Carried. 

Yeas — -Directors  Lowe,  Despres,  Lind- 
strand,  Cigrand,  Novak  and  the  Presi- 
dent—6. 

Nays — None. 

COMMITTEE   ON    BY-LAWS. 

Director  Cigrand,  Chairman,  called  up 
the  question  of  a  revision  of  the  by-laws 
and  asked  that  its  consideration  might  be 
made  a  special  order  under  "Unfinished 
Business"  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

It  was  so  ordered. 

SPECIAL   COMMITTEES. 

Director  Despres,  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Committee  provided  for  at  the 


meeting  of  the  Board  on  October  25th 
last,  to  suggest  some  method  of  honoring 
the  memory  of  persons  who  have  made 
bequests  or  donations  of  money  to  the 
Public  Library,  or  in  some  other  man- 
ner have  become  publicly  identified  with 
the  history  and  growth  of  the  Library, 
reported  informally,  that  the  Committee 
had  given  some  attention  to  the  subject 
of  its  appointment,  and  while  it  had  not 
prepared  a  formal  report  it  was  ready  to 
make  the  following  suggestions  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Board : 

1.  That  the  bequest  of  Hiram   Kelly 
is   too  large   and    valuable   to   be  com- 
memorated   by  a  marble  slab  or  bronze 
tablet    and    that   a  more  fitting   tribute 
would  be  the  naming  of  the   first  branch 
library  built  by  the   Board   the  "Hiram 
Kelly  Branch." 

2.  That  a  room  in  the  Library  build- 
ing be  set  aside  for  a  reading  and    refer- 
ence room  for  young  people,  to  be  known 
as    the    "Thomas    Hughes    Room,"    in 
honor  of  the  man  who  suggested   a  gift 
of  books  from  English  authors  and   pub- 
lishers which  formed  the    nucleus  of   the 
Chicago    Public  Library,    soon  after  the 
fire  of  1871. 

3.  That    the    memory  of  Wm.    H. 
Ryder    and    Jerome    Beecher,  who    be- 
queathed money  to  the  Library  Board,  be 
honored  by  hanging  their  portraits  in  the 
"Young  People's  Room,"  or  other  suita- 
ble place  in  the  Library  building. 

Director  Lindstrand  moved  that  the 
suggestion  of  the  Special  Committee  be 
received  and  be  adopted  by  the  Board. 

Carried. 

Yeas  —  Directors  Lowe,  Despres, 
Lindstrand,  Cigrand,  Novak  and  the 
President — 6. 

Nays — None. 
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REPORT    OF  OFFICERS. 

The  President  having  called  upon  him, 
the  Librarian  reported  that  the  Heads  of 
Departments  had  a  very  satisfactory  bi- 
monthly meeting  last  week  at  which  vari- 
ous subjects  were  discussed,  especially 
as  to  co-operation  in  matters 'concerning 
'which  they  are  related. 

NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  President  called  the  attention  of 
the  Board  to  certain  forms  of  agreement, 
suggested  by  the  Librarian,  between  the 
Library  Board  and  associations  and  firms 


with  whom  books  are  deposited  for  refer- 
ence use  in  order  that  there  may  be  a 
more  perfect  and  effective  understanding 
between  the  two  parties  related  thereto. 

Director  Despres  moved  that  the 
agreements  be  approved  and  that  the 
President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  Board. 

Carried. 

On  motion  of  Director  Cigrand,  the 
Board  adjourned.
